A PERSONAL MESSAGE FROM ΤΗΕ EXECUTIVE DIRECTOR OF АРҒА PLANNING 


It is the purpose of this report to provide an insight into the needs 
and activities for the past year, as well as an expression of goals 
and activities anticipated in the current year. It is hoped that 

both the interested citizen and local government officals will involve 
a better understanding of THEIR Area Planning Department. 


Since this is the first yearly report ever prepared coverina the sub- 
ject of local planning, details of administrative organization and 
staff functions are contained herein. It is anticipated that subse- 
quent yearly reports will concentrate on defining Community oroblems 
and their proposed solutions. 


It is noteworthy that one of the most advanced administrative methods 
in the world is being used by the Department; namely, "Program Eval- 
uation and Review Technique," commonly referred іс as PERT. Since the 
process of Comprehensive Community Planning is so complex, dealing 
with mountains of information, and extends over long periods of time 
before results are obtained, it would be easy for the Department to 
get "bogged down" in detaíls, thereby wasting time and money . To 
prevent this, an "Operations Plan" or "Manual" (see nage 27) is pre- 
pared for all the major planning projects anticipated in the next year 
or so. This manual establishes the priority of planning projects, the 
scope of the work required, the estimated date of the publication of 
the documents, the assignment of staff personnel by Job Category, and 
budget requirements; using PERT techniques. It is anticipated that 
two "Operations Plans," covering Transportation and Comprehensive 
Planning, will be available sometime durina the first 6 months of 
1968. The "Operations Plans" will literally assign all the staff time 
of the Department for the rest of 1968, and part of the staff time 
through 1971. Anyone having a proposed project concerning the Area 
Planning Department should contact the Department in February, 1968. 


There are many planning needs in the City and County. Some of these 
needs were met by the Department in 1967, but many still remain. High 
on the list of priorities is Railroad Consolidation and Separated 
Grades, Neighborhood Analysis, and a Capital Improvements Program for 
the City; for the County, a Comprehensive Plan, а Soil Survey, Sub- 
division needs, and a Transportation Plan. Except for the Transpor- 
tation Planning, which takes at least 4 years, it is expected that 
these plans and surveys will be completed, or nearly so, in 1968 and 
be made available to the public. The Planning staff worked many hours 
overtime in 1967 (This Year-End Report for example was prepared by 
myself in off-duty hours and other members of the staff likewise con- 
tributed off-duty time in its publication), still we were unable to 
complete our schedule for 1967. 


In closing, I would like to say, that Area Planning is absolutely vi- 
tal to the continued growth and improvement of your physical environ- 
ment. In the last four years, over $1,291,000 in the form of Federal 
Grants for physical projects, have been brought into the Community as 
the direct result of having either City or Area Planning. This does 
not count the indirect attainment of Federal money, such as Urban Re- 
newal Funds. We will do all that is within our power to accomplish 
the difficult task ahead.

The Area Planning Commission for Vigo County is comnosed of twelve 
members; 6 from the City, 6 from the County. It will consist of 
thirteen members if the towns of Riley, Seelyville, and West Terre 
Haute wish to join the Commission by forming an Advisory Council on 
Town Affairs and appointing one of their members to the Commission. 
Regular public meetings were held at 7:30 p.m. the second Honday of 
each month in the County Commissioner's Office; special meetings were 
called when necessary. It will continue to hold its meetings there 
until further notice. 


Funds for the operation of the Area Planning Department are approved 
by the Commission and, as all other County budgets, appropriated by 
the County Council. The Area Planning Department is eligible, unlike 
City Planning, for Federal Planning Grants, commonly called 701 Funds. 
The Commission's policy is to utilize all the Federal funding possible 
in order to reduce the local cost to taxpayers of Vigo County. The 
members of the Commission serve without pay, but may receive a small 


payment in accordance with State law if the local City and County leg- 
islative bodies so provide. 


The Planning Commission and Department have started public hearings in 
the Townships of Vigo County. The Commission will schedule future pub- 
lic hearings to be held in all the townships. These meetings will be 
of an exploratory nature in order to ascertain the needs of the people 
in the County on a township basis. Once these needs and goals of the 
citizens of the Community have been determined, the Commission will 
then instruct the Director and his staff to prepare the necessary plan- 
ning documents that are germane to the needs and goals as established 
by the Commission. 


To assist the Commission in the establishment of priorities and defini- 
tion of the problems and goals of the citizens in the townships and 
County, it is preparing a list of advisory groups from which the Com- 
mission will seek assistance. The Commission will define the duties of 
the advisory councils, and will solicit members in their establishment 
in 1968. 


The Commission has accomplished its primary three-fold task in provid- 
ing a staff for the operation of the Department, obtaining a functional 
budget for its operation, and assistina the County Commissioners in pro- 
viding office space for both the Commission and staff operations. The 
Commission recognizes its main trust with the Community in providing the 
necessary public contact between the planners and the citizenery. It 
requests all citizens who seek help, or wish to provide help, or have 

a complaint concerning the operation of the planning activity in the 
Community to appear before the Commission at its public hearings. 


The Area Planning Commission was recently designated by the Secretary 
of the Department of Commerce (Federal Government) as the Central Re- 
viewing Agency for all Vico County. Recent legislation of the Federal 
Government has provided that; where Federal grants, and in some cases 
loans, are to be made either to the public or private sectors in those 
areas of the United States which have a city of 50,000 population or 
more; the plans and programs must be reviewed by the Central Reviewing 
Agency in order to prevent wasteful spending of Federal monies. Con- 
siderable effort was made by the Department to get the Commission named 
as the Central Reviewing Agency, not to provide additional restrictions 
or problems to grant applicants, but to keep the Community eligible for 
Federal grants and loans.

The above table is somewhat misleading. А City Planner was hired 
in 1962 as part of the Engineerina Department Staff. His salary 
was included in the City Engineer's Budget. He, of course, had 
access to materials and equipment purchased under that budget. 

From 1962 through 1965, the money in the Commission's budget was 
for the exclusive use of theCommission, however. In 1965, one mem- 
ber of the Engineer's Staff was assigned to assist the Planner full 
time. When a large planning project created the need, additional 
members from the Engineer's Staff were available according to pri- 
orities of the entire Department. Still, the needs of planning 
within the Community were far greater than either the budget or 
available staff could satisfy. These needs and the ability of 
planning to maet these needs became more apparent to the Community 
in 1966 and resulted in an increased budget for 1967 (See Table 
Below). Unfortunately, a City Planning Department does not meet 
the requirements of the law oroviding Federal Financial Assistance, 
commonly called "701 FUNDS". An Area Planning Department does, in 
general, fulfill these Federal requirements for Planning. Eligi- 
bility for 701 Funds was one of the great imnetuses that eventu- 
ally lead to the establishment of an Area Planning Department on 
Jenuary 30, 1367.

PUBLIC INFORMATION ACTIVITIES AVAILABILITY: 
BY APPOINTMENT 


During the year, 1967, the Executive Director was called upon to give 
talks to various groups on the subject of "Plannina for our Community." 
Some of the groups before which he spoke were: The Exchange Club, 
Kiwanas Club, Rotary Club, Optimists Club, hELP Organization, and the 
Chamber of Commerce. These are only a few of the many places to which 
he has been invited to speak on Planning. It is quite common for him 
to have two or three speaking engagements in the same дау. Не is also 
called upon by nigh school and colleae students, the League of Women 
Voters, lawyers, architects, etc. for various kinds of information per- 
taining to planning. 


MODEL OF PROPOSED FOUR-LANE EXPRESSWAY, RAILROAD AVAILABILITY: 
COWSOLIDATION, AND GRADE SEPARATION STUDY On Loan Basis 


This project consists of a scale model of a part of the proposed Rail- 
road Consolidation Plan which follows the existing Pennsylvania Rail- 
road "corridor" across town. The proposed expressway would interchange 
with the following streets: 3rd (in the vicinity of the present N.Y.C. 
В.В. crossing), 13th, 25th, Fruitridge Avenue, U.S. 40 (by using State 
Road 46), Poplar, Hulman, Margaret, and Interstate 70. Seventh Street 
would overpass the expressway, but would provide no interchange. Pro- 
posed speeds would be 65 M.P.H. and no stopping would be necessary as a 
result of full control access. Complete freedom of movement would re- 
sult from the separation provided by over and uncer passes for the 
Penn-Central trains and for vehicles in the north, south, east, and 
west streets and highways; even when the 5-mile long trains start pass- 
ing through Terre Haute. 


STUDY OF CURRENT POPULATION FOR 1967 AVAILABILITY: 
Office Use 


With the use of the 1960 United States Census City Block Statistics; 
demolition permits, January 1, 1960, to August 31, 1967; and building 
permits, January 1, 1960, through August 31, 1967, a current popula- 
tion estimate was made. The information gathered from these statistics 
was plotted on a map and a count was made of the total dwelling units. 
The number of persons per dwelling unit (2.9) was multiplied by the 
total dwelling units in the Civil City. This figure plus college resi- 
dents plus the 1960 United States Census (72,500) gave us a total popu- 
lation in the Civil City of 76,380 as of August 31, 1967. 


TRAINING SESSIONS FOR GOVERNMENT PERSONNEL AVAILABILITY: 
By Appointment 


Occassionally the Department heads meet with the Director to report the 
status of their present projects. At such a time, assistance is given 
the Department heads by the Director and ideas are exchanged as to how 
to improve on their present work. At the same time, a report is given 
on the staff working under each Division head as to the efficiency, 
abilities, initiativeness, etc. These meetings have proven to be quite 
beneficial to the entire Department. 


SOIL CLASSIFICATION SURVEY AGREEMENT AVAILABILITY: 
Free in 1970 
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А contract for a Soil Classification Survey was consummated between the 
Vigo County Soil and Water Conservation District, the Area Planning 
Commission for Vigo County, and the Soil Conservation Service United 
States Department of Agriculture. The Commission agrees to pay the 
consultant $8,000 in 1968, and $5,000 in 1969, of the total estimated 
cost of $26,900. Information will be supplied the Department for plan- 
ning purposes as it becomes available. 


NEIGHBORHOOD ANALYSIS FOR CITY OF TERRE HAUTE AVAILABILITY: 
Φαν ле ἀνα. ινα. S 1T Ov ag April $5.00 


The purpose of the "Neighborhood Analysis" was to study the entire City 
of Terre Haute on an area-by-area basis to determine the nature, extent, 
and causes of blight and then recommend programs of positive action to 
correct or curtail the blight. The Federal Government program to cope 
with existing blight problems is called "Community Renewal Program." 


Each and every neighborhood was inventoried, analyzed, and recommenda- 
tions made for inclusion in one of four classes. The four classes are: 
Urban Renewal, Rehabilitation, Conservation, and Conforming. Urban 
Renewal neighborhoods are those where substantive reconstruction is 
needed. Rehabilitation neighborhoods are those where some reconstruc- 
tion is needed, but the major problem is a lack of either public or 
private maintenance of physical facilities. Conservation neighborhoods 
are those where little or no reconstruction is needed along with some 
maintenance. This neighborhood would require strict enforcement of 
building and zoning codes in order to preserve the basically sound 
structures. Conforming neighborhoods are so well kept that only contin- 
ued enforcement of zoning and building codes are necessary for its 
preservation. 


The Book is nearly completed, being in the editing stage. After it is 
reviewed and adopted by the Area Planning Commission, it will be in 
print and will be for sale as long as copies last. 


COMPREHENSIVE ZONING.ORDINANCE AVAILABILITY: 
FOR TERRE HAUTE Now $8.00 


The purpose of the "Comprehensive Zoning Ordinance" is to help the City 
grow in an orderly manner. The Ordinance has several land-use ciassi- 
fications grouped in such a way as to help us achieve this orderly 
growth. It will be the most valuable tool we have to implement our 
"Master Plan." Many months were spent on typing and editing the Ordin- 
ance and drafting the map.. Several City Council meetings were held on 
various items in the Ordinance before it was finally adopted by the 
City Council in 1967. The "Comprehensive Zoning Ordinance for Terre 
Haute" became effective November 3, 1967. The text consists of 88 
pages and 1 large map. The price for both is $8.00, and is available 
to anyone wishing to buy one. 


A CAPITAL IMPROVEMENTS PROGRAM FOR AVAILABILITY: 


THE CITY OF TERRE HAUTE 


A Capital Improvements Program is a financial schedule of monies for 
projects which are recommended in our Master Plan on a twenty-year 
Long-Range Program. The scheduling of the various projects are set 
up in such a manner that the City will not feel a strain on its tax 
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resources. With good management and cooperation, such a program сап 
be very beneficial. This project was scheduled to be started in 1967, 
but due to the change in City Administration, it is rescheduled in the 
1968 work load. 


COMMUNITY DESIGN AND GOALS MANUAL FOR AVAILABILITY: 
TERRE HAUTE April $10.00 


This manual was adopted by the City Council in 1267 and consists of 
generalized development plans for the Community over a twenty-year 
period. The copies presented to the Council for approval were only 
in rough draft form. The text is in the process of being typed and 
several maps in the Manual are on the drafting tables at the present 
time. Due to the large volume of mapping work to be done on the Man- 
ual, it will be about April or May, 1968, before it will be ready for 
publication. Copies of each of its two parts will be available for 
sale at $5.00 each. 


WATER AND SEHER PLAN AND PROGRAM FOR AVAILABILITY: 
METROPOLITAN TERRE HAUTE 1969 


This project is now in the inventory stage, Step No. 3. The area south 
of the Sewage Treatment Plant has been done. Α great deal of work is 
scheduled to be done in the 1968 program. 


RAILROAD OVERPASSES AND RAILROAD CONSOLIDATION AVAILABILITY: 
PLAN FOR ЕТПОРОГТТАМ TERRE HAUTE Dut ΟΥ Print 


This project was compiled by the Area Planning Department from City 
Planning documents. It is a plan of suggestions for improving traffic 
flow, with little interference from railroads, by the establishment of 
a consolidation of railroad trackage. A Plan such as this would pro- 
vide a common corridor for all railroads to be located and contained 
within and throughout the Community. The suggested locations of inter- 
changes, overpasses, on and off ramps, etc. are shown on maps. This 
book is now out of print, but may be reprinted if the public requests 
it. Copies were free. 


CIVIL DEFENSE COMMUNITY SHELTER PLAN FOR AVAILABILITY 
VIGO COUNTY Office Use 


This project is contracted between the Area Planning Commission for 
Vigo County and the United States Army Engineer District, Louisville 
Corps of Engineers for the development of Community Shelter Plans. 

The contract amounts to $18,567.46 for a period beginning August 4, 
1967, to November 19, 1968. The Area Planning Department provides the 
necessary personnel, facilities, apparatus, materials, and services to 
accomplish the items of work described in the contract. The staff 
assigned to this particular project also work on all other projects for 
the Department, as needed. Results will be made available thru the 
Vigo County Civil Defense Department upon public notification. 


MAP OF THE CITY OF TERRE HAUTE AVAILABILITY: 
Now $5.00 
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The City cf Terre Haute map was updated in September, 1967. The large 
map, approximately 42" X 60", sells for $5.00; the reduced copy, 
approximately 21" X 30", sells for $2.00. 


INTERSECTION REDESIGN OF GROWN AVENUE AVAILABILITY: 
AND WABASH AVENUE Office Use 


This is a report which shows a rather stable accident rate at the in- 
tersections from year to year. The improvements suggested within are 
very similar in design to the intersection at 25th Street and Wabash 
Avenue. The Board of Public Works and Safety of the City of Terre 
Haute has agreed to bear the cost of installing the necessary islands 
as indicated in this plan. The Department is working with the Indiana 
State Highway Department in attempting to get new signal lights. 


DESIGN OF TRAFFIC SIGNALIZATION FOR AVAILABILITY: 
FRUITRIDGE AVENU ND MAPLE AVENUE Office Use 


A study has been made on the signalization ana geometrics of the inter- 
section. Using ultra-sonic detectors, traffic would move without 
restriction on Fruitridge Avenue until a vehicle tripped the detector 
on Maple Avenue. The vehicle would then be let through the intersec- 
tion and the light on Fruitridge would turn green again. Cost esti- 
mates'have been prepared and the project will be presented to the City 
Administration and the City Council in the near future. 


DESIGN OF TRAFFIC SOLUTION FOR AVAILABILITY: 
THIRTEENTH STR-ET FROM HULMAN TO COLLETT. Office Use 


Using traffic engineering principles, 13th Street has been engineered 
for three lanes of traffic. The center lane would be for refuge stor- 
age, for left turns, while both North and South traffic would be per- 
mitted to flow freely thru the intersections. This would necessitate 
the removal of parking on the street. If this proposal receives fav- 
orable consideration, a complete study of all traffic control devices 
would be included. This proposal would require no new construction 
although some curb radii should be changed. 


YEAR-END REPORT FROM AREA PLANNING DEPARTMENT AVAILABILITY: 
TO LOCAL GOVERNMENTS February Free 


The Year-End Report is submitted herein, which is an annual report 
submitted by the Area Planning Department and is required by State 
Legislation. The report is prepared in the first part of the follow- 
ing year. Copies of this report are available free of charge. 


SUBDIVISION ORDINARCE COURTY-WIDE AVAILABILITY: 
1968 


Nothing has been done in the year 1967 on subdivision ordinances. 
This project is scheduled in the 1968 planning activities. 


CENTRAL BUSINESS DISTRICT PEDESTRIAN MALL AVAILABILITY: 
AND PARKING ANALYSTS 1968 Free 


Several meetings have been held with the Chamber of Commerce on the 
feasibility of a downtown shopping mall. As to date, a concrete plan 
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has not been presented. А11 work that has been done is in the prelin- 
inary stage. Some preliminary sketches, data, etc., has been presented 
to the Chamber of Commerce fromour Department as a part of our recom- 
mendations. 


METROPOLITAN MAPPING AVAILABILITY: 
Office Use 


This is a series of maps worked on by our Department and prepared by 
the U.S. Department of Commerce. Ме are to record new subdivisions, 
street changes due to redevelopment, name changes, or any other change 
that would affect their usefulness in the 1970 Census Taking. The U.S. 
Census Bureau will furnish our Department with an updated final map for 
our own use. If the money is available at that time for the reproduc- 


tion of this map, our Department will make them available to the public. 


SHOPPING CENTER PARKING LOT STUDY AVAILABILITY: 
AND TEST OF INVENTORY TECHNIQUES Office Use 


In December, 1967, at the Christmas peak period, several members of our 
staff worked at various local shopping centers with the use of tape re- 
corders to arrive at automobile counts at various scheduled time peri- 
ods. The prime purpose of this study is to determine the amount of 
traffic at the shopping centers for further transportation planning 
uses. The study was only a test to develop the correct techniques so 
that when the actual study is being made in the Spring, 1968, the best 
method will be used. 


GEOGRAPHIC CODING-701 GRANT APPLICATION AVAILABILITY: 
Office Use 


The application has been submitted and we ere now waiting for an appro- 
val from the Department of Housing and Urban Development. The purpose 

of the 701 Grant is to geographicallv code each City block for computer 
use in the 1970 Census. 


CENSUS TRACTING ΤΗΕ STANDARD METROPOLITAN AVAILABILITY:

WABASH AVENUE IMPROVEMENT PROJECT FROM AVAILABILITY:

This project is substantially underway in 1967. It consists of widen- 
ing Wabash Avenue from 50 feet providing 2 lanes of parking and 2 lanes 
of moving traffic to 60 feet and 5 lanes of traffic and no parking. 

The center lane would be used for a left turn storage lane for both 
business and side street exiting. Part of Wabash Avenue is designed 
and on paper. Ап administrative report will be prepared in 1968 and 
published in a limited edition. 


DAY TO DAY ADMINISTRATION 
A. 


Zoning For The City: About 6 percent of the Department's time per 
day is spent on zoning administration. Host of this time is spent 
answering telephone inquiries and office calls concerning private 
development plans. Plan review and subsequent recommendations of 
plans submitted for Building Permits are also required. 


Driveway Permit Review and Approval for Both City and County: 
About percent of the Department's time is spent reviewing permit 
applications for street and highway access. Often recommendations 
must be made since most plans do not meet City, County, or the 
State highway requirements. When the applicant picks up these 
plans, the reasons for the recommended changes are explained, or 
if the application was mailed, a letter of explanation is prepared 
With complicated or contested applications as much as three weeks 
time may be spent by a staff member covering a time period of 6 
months or more. 


Subdivision Review and Approval with Presentations Made to the 
Appropriate an Commission: About percent of the Department's 
time is spent in this activity. This is mainly because few appli- 
cations are received in the course.of a year, since the review and 
approval of subdivision applications is one of the most time con- 
suming activities of the Department. Subdivision applications are 
usually submitted in preliminary form and then later in final form. 
The Department presents the applications, along with recommendations 
to the appropriate planning commission. 


Designing of Office Arrangement and Specifying, Ordering, and Pur- 
chasing the Supplies and Office Equipment: An unusual amount of 
time and effort was devoted to this activity. It was necessary 
because of two reasons; one, very little equipment and supplies 
carried over from the City Planning Division and the space require- 
ments in the new office building at 120 S. 7th Street are critical. 
Literally weeks of time was spent by the Director in organizing the 
proper office arrangements and routines, furniture arrangements, 
equipment arrangements, data storage banks, and wall mounted maps, 
charts, equipment, etc. Preliminary drawings were prepared and 
submitted to the architect drafting the remodeling plans and . 
specifications. 


The purpose of detailing these administrative problems is to point out 
the staff time that was diverted from the planning activity in 1967.

The Comprehensive Zoning Ordinance will be reviewec by the Area Plan- 
ning Department with a critical eye to see if it is helping to accom- 
plish the master plan of The City without unnecessary restrictions 
being placed upon the land development. A recommendation will be made 
at least once a year to the Area Planning Commission as to its per- 
formance. If changes are needed, the Department will assist the City 
Attorney in the preparation of the necessary amendatory City Ordinance. 
It is anticipated that the first report will be made in February, 1968.

The greatest benefits of planning are the human values of good living, 
safety, security of property values, and beauty that cannot be measured 
directly in dollars апа cents. Nevertheless, dollars saved and earned 
can in many cases be attributed to the specific efforts of the City 
Council, the County Council, the Area Planning Commission, the City 
Planning Commission, the County Commissioners, City Administration, 
and other public agencies to intelligently plan ahead for the future 
and coordinate effort to achieve desirable goals at least expense. 

The planning activities which are listed in the activities for 1968 
are examples of how the Area Planning Commission and Cepartment hope 
to obtain in greater cegrees than ever before, improvement in the 
physical environment of the Community. 


Many of the problens that existed in 1967 still remain for 1968 in both 
the City and the County. The City made several bio strides towards 
solving its complex problems when it adopted a Master Comprehensive 
Plan titled "Community Design and Gcals Manual" and its new "Compre- 
hensive Zoning Ordinance for Terre Haute." It is unfortunate and 
regrettable that several large, desirable, privately-sponsored projects 
intended for immediate develonment are temporarily halted because the 
land is not properly zoned. This points out the imperative need of 
both the private and public sectors keeping the Area Plannina staff 
informed of contemplated projects. Бу coordinatinc with the Depart- 
ment in the development stace of project plannina, the Department could 
incorporate into the master plan and the Comprehensive Zoning Ordin- 
ance all desirable projects of the Community. 


WHAT IS AREA PLANNING? Thomas Adams said, "City and Town planning is 

a Science, an art, and a movement of policy concerned with the shap- 

ing and guiding of the physical growth and arrangement of towns in 
harmony with their social and economic needs. We pursue it as a science 
to obtain knowledge of urban structure and services and the relation 

of its constituent parts and processes of circulation; as an art to 
determine the arrangement of land uses and ways of communication and 

the design of the buildings on the principles that will secure order, 
nealth, and efficiency in development; and as a movement of policy to 
give effect to our principles." 


WHY DO WE PLAN? Че plan to meet events we expect to happen and to 
accomplish things we want to happen, but also to avoid or prevent things 
we don't want to happen. When families plan, they also make more de- 
sirable progress; and cities, too, make more progress, except the 
planning for cities and towns is many times more complex. 


DO WE NEED PLANNING? А11 of us are familiar with the inadequacies of 
schools, parks, playgrounds, streets, thorougnfares, the need for off- 
street parking, sanitary sewers, storm sewers, libraries, auditoriums, 
better housing, and in general better surroundings in which to work and 
play. Well, then, how can these needs best be met? These needs can 
pest be met when both government and private enterprise unite in the 
activity of comprehensive planning. 


JUST WHAT IS COMPREHENSIVE PLANNING? It is an art, a science, and an 
activity of covernnent and private enterprise. Like an artist, the 
skillful application of balance, contrast, harmony, variety, and unity 
are essential in applying judgment values to the physical problems 

of the cities and towns. It is, however, becoming more scientific 

in the approach to problem solving as each year passes. The scientific 
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method of analyzing urban problems increasingly involves the use of 
statistics, sociology, ecology, economics, demography, environmental 
engineering, traffic engineering, transportation planning, ekistics, 
systems analysis, higher mathmatics, electronic computer technology, 
architecture, economics, sociology, law, public administration, land- 
scape architecture, and many others. 


The scientific method of urban planning envisions that any two plan- 
ners, given the same problem and the same information, will arrive 
at the same solution. 


The activity of urban planning involves the application of the disci- 
plines the professional comprehensive and City Planner possesses by 
formal training and natural experience. 


The practice of the profession of urban planning is somewhat unique, 
however, in that it involves a Planning Commission, all the govern- 
ment agencies, and in fact the whole Community. 


Urban Planning therefore is a technique of preparing for the future 
through coordination, education, analysis of the problems, policy 
determination, priority determination, and can best be achieved by 
inspiring the citizens of the Community to take part in its applica- 
tion. Why bother then with a Comprehensive Plan? 


WHAT IS A COMPREHENSIVE PLAN, AND WHAT IS ITS PRIORITY OVER OTHER 
PLANNING DOCUMENTS AND PROGRAMS? А Comprehensive Plan is the first 
document tnat should be prepared, even before zoning. Comprehensive 
planning and zoning is not the same thing. In fact, zoning is merely 
a tool in the planner's "toolbox" to help implement the Comprehensive 
Plan. Therefore, Comprehensive Planning is a much broader concept 

and has a much more meaningful impact upon the Community. It involves 
such activities as population, land-use, and economic studies, the 
study of public ano private facilities and utilities, a transportation 
plan, a school plan, a public park and recreation plan. 


POPULATION: Їп the study of population we need to know what is 
the make-up of the population by age croup and sex, the labor 
supply, the skills, the income, spendable income, and the distri- 
bution of the population throughout the Community for the present 
as well as the future situation. 


LAND USE: For land use we need to know how it presently is being 
used, to what degree it is being used, what is available, what 

is the most likely future use as reaards commercial, industrial, 
institutional, residential, and recreation needs. 


PUBLIC AND PRIVATE FACILITIES AND UTILITIES; For public and pri- 
vate facilities and utilities we need to know what we presently 
have and what our future needs will be in terms of storm and sani- 
tary sewers, electrical needs, communication needs, fire stations, 
libraries, auditoriums, parks, playgrounds, water utilities, and 
gas utility needs, etc. 


TRANSPORTATION: А11 elements of transportation are vital to any 


Community. travel by air, water, rail, truck, automobile, or 
walking is important. The existing transportation network and the 
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demands upon that network need to be analyzed, evaluated, and plans 
for deficiencies prepared. Forecasts of future needs in transpor- 
tation, including parking as wel? as movement, need to be determined. 


A Comprehensive Plan, then, lists all these items and attempts to es- 
tablish public policies, public needs, generalizec standards for meet- 
ing these needs, and generalized plans for fulfilling these needs. It 
is a document behind which public support should be so overwhelming 
that the plans and policies of the Community will be fully met. Gener- 
alized plans are really not sufficient for a Community to proceed to 
invest millions of dollars of private and public financing. Specific 
plans and programs need to be adopted. Some of these specific detailed 
plans might be: A plan for sanitary sewers and storm drainage; A plan 
for transportation; A plan for school construction; A plan for urban 
renewal; A plan for land-use; A plan for annexation; A plan for meet- 
ing the parking needs; A plan for playgrounds; A plan of fire station 
location protection; A plan for library construction; and, A plan for 
the improvement of residential neighborhoods by means other than Urban 
Renewal. Once any of these specialized plans, or all the specialized 
plans, are completed, then a program for establishing priorities and 
methods of financing in future years should be evolved. 


This document is generally called "A Capital Improvements Program." 

It is so specific that detailed projects are defined as to when they 

are to be built in the next twenty to thirty years, and how they are 

to be financied. This document, then, becomes extremely valuable to 
developers, manufacturers, industrialists, and commercial entrepreneurs 
desiring to locate or expand in the Community. In fact, the residents 
themselves, as well as other government agencies, benefit in that every- 
one knows for sure just what the physical developments the government 
agencies of the Community are preparing to do in the near future. 


Some of the tools of the planning profession, to assist the Community 
to accomplish the stated goals and objectives in its Comprehensive 

Plan and spelled out in the Capital Improvements Programs, are: 

Zoning Ordinances; Subdivision regulations; the Official Street Map; 
Urban Renewal; Architectural Control Ordinances; Sign Control Ordin- 
ances; Historic and Scenic Preservation Ordinances; Air Pollution 
Ordinances; Housing Codes; Building Codes; and, An Open Space Ordin- 
ance. Like the tools in a carpenter's tool chest, any Community may 

be equipped with any, none, or some of these planning tools. Similiar- 
ly, the plannino tools may be weak or strong, effective or ineffective, 
highly effective or ineffective; and may provide full control, some 
control, little control, or no control in accomplishing the job that 
needs to be done. 


With the increased complexities of our society, the subsequent demand 
of services, and increased cost to local government and local govern- 
ment financing lagging behind the public demand for these services, 
comprehensive planning, while not a panacea to the solution of all 
problems, provides a relatively new, unique, and invaluable means of 
providina better government and a better Community for less cost. 
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TECHNICAL PLANNING ASSISTANCE 


The Area Planning Commission’ and Department wetcome the opportunity to 
provide technical planning assistance’ where it is permitted under the 
Area Planning Law. It has become necessary, however; for the Com- 
mission to establish special procedures for this area of activity pri- 
marily because the requests for assistance have become so great and 
there is a limited number of staff available as well as a limited bud- 
get for its operation. The Commission has already listed 36 planning 
projects or activities for the year 1968. 1% seems impossible for the 
staff to complete these activities in 1968, even with many donated 
hours of overtime. In addition, the shortage of funds in the budget 
for publishing copies of the planning reports has created the neces- 
sity for charging for the reports, maps, assistance, etc.; irrespective 
of the Commission's desire to provide these without charge. 

The Commission, therefore; has adopted the following POLICY and Opera- 
ting Procedure: 


POLICY: The Commission shall provide free services to those governmen- 


tal units which are signatories to the ordinances creating the Area 
Planning Department and in addition have representation on the Commis- 
sion. For all other governmental units and agencies, and for all pri- 
vate organizations undertaking civic projects within the limits of 
Vigo County, The Commission shall determine the need, priority, scope 
of services to be provided, and the amount and form of remuneration to 
the Commission. 


SIGNATORY GOVERNMENTAL UNITS: The governments of Terre Haute and of 
Vigo County exclusive of those governmental agencies or departments 
which have their own taxing authority. 
A. The Towns of Mest Terre Haute, Seelyville and Riley will be 
eligible if and when they join the Area Planning Commission 
^ as provided by State Law. 


ELIGIBLE AGENCIES: Any private or governmental agency or department 
which needs planning services for a project that will have a sub- 
stantial advantageous impact upon the Vigo County area. 


PROCEDURE: Requests should be submitted to the Area Planning Commis- 
sion in writing, signed by a responsible official. The requests should 
be filed with the Commission's Executive Director for his review and 
presentation at the next Commission meeting. Requests will be con- 
Sidered and either accepted or rejected by the Commission, based on 

the following factors: 


A. Effect upon the over-all progress of the Commission's program 
B. Availability of staff time 


C. Tendency to promote, encourage and assist comprehensive, long- 
range community planning and zoning 


D. Possibilities of the applicant securing the desired work by 
other means or from other sources.

Join Now In Your Community's Effort 
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A PERSONAL MESSAGE FROM ΤΗΕ EXECUTIVE DIRECTOR OF AREA PLANNING 


The year 1968 witnessed many steps of progress in the Department, most 
of which are outlined in this publication. However, your Director is 
disappointed that more progress was not accomplished. As the report 
shows, the Study Design for Transportation Planning is proceeding on 
schedule and the work done thus far has been favorably received by both 
the State Highway Department and the Bureau of Public Roads. The 
Graphics Division has been successful in producing the numerous manuals, 
drawings, and maps that were required for the different phases of the 
work. The Research Analyst spent the major part of his time working 
with zoning and the Civil Defense Community Shelter Plan, the major 
part of which is completed. 


Your Director has been reasonably successful in fulfilling the commit- 
ments that he felt were necessary to maintain the Department's image in 
the field of public relations. He also has given considerable time to 
other public agencies, notably the City Planning Commission, the City 
Council, and the Downtown Improvement Association. 


It is evident though, that a lack of progress existed in the Compre- 
hensive Planning Division. This of course is due to the lack of a 
Comprehensive Planner. This position became vacant for all practical 
purposes when it became necessary for Mrs. Donnenhoffer to assume the 
supervision of the Graphics Department. Your Director has not been 
successful in obtaining a competent, knowledgeable person to fill this 
position even though he has exhausted all the known possibilities of 
doing so. Не feels that this is due primarily to the inadequate sal- 
ary made available to attract a planner educated in this field or with 
prior experience. 


By far the greatest task facing the Director is the acquisition of an 
adequate staff. Through the anticipated resignation of the Research 
Analyst and the long existing vacancy of the Comprehensive Planner 
position, two thirds of the planners on the staff will not be available 
for the 1969 work load. The vacancy in the Drafting Department is not 
important now, and will not be until the planners are availab!e to pro- 
vide work for the Drafting Department. It is hoped that some means of 
obtaining a Comprehensive Planner, and other necessary staff, will be 
found so that more rapid progress can be made toward completion of the 
County Comprehensive Plan.

The Area Plan Commission met for twelve regular meetings in 1968. The 
Commissioners also were called for two special meetings and in Novem- 
ber were summoned for a public hearing concerning the Seelyvitie Water 
Project. 


One purpose of Area Planning might be, "to direct the order!y growth 
of the Community". | believe the Commission itself must also have ап 
orderly growth to be an asset to the Community. In trying to accom- 
plish this, we formed two new committees, obtained attorney Frederick 
Bauer to represent and advise us, and appointed Keith Cornelison as 
our secretary. Mr. Cornelison, Executive Director of the Committee 
for Area Progress, is a great help to us in coordinating the activi- 
ties of the two organizations. 


An Executive Committee was formed to facilitate the business of the 
Commission. ΙΤ is made up of five regular members and Mr, Cornelison 
again serving as secretary. The Executive Committee has the authority 
providing there is no descendant vote to теке decisions for the entire 
Commission; however this Committee has usually referred these deci- 
sions to the next regular meeting for the approval of the whole Com- 
mission. 


The Budget and Personnel Committee was formed and charged with recom- 
mending to the Commission an annual budget, an organizational chart, 

a list of job descriptions, and salary ranges for each recommended 
position, and other recommendations which members of the Committee 
feel are pertinent to the proper organization, staffing, and funding 
of the Commission. This Committee has three regular commissioners 
plus two outside members chosen because of their qualifications in the 
field of personnel and management. They are Mr.'s Charles Campbell 
and Arthur Walls. 


Moving to our new offices at 120 South Seventh Street was beneficial 
to the Commission since it provided a better place for meetings. This 
will be even better in the near future with completion of the improve- 
ments being made on the third floor. 


As before mentioned, this Commission was established for the purpose 

of providing the necessary planning for our Community's orderly growth 
and development and designed to serve the public. | want to take this 
opportunity fo say that public participation at our meetings this com- 
ing year will be helpful and beneficial to the Commissioners in measur- 
ing The feeling of the Communlty.

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ADMINISTRATION DIVISION 


The Administration Division, of course, has been the responsibility of 
the Director. Much of his time has been spent in dealing with Commun- 
ity problems. Since the Area Planning Department is charged with the 
responsibility of formulating a County Comprehensive Pian, it follows 
that a Zoning Ordinance will be necessary to impiement this plan. The 
Director spent considerable time with the City Plan Commission on prob- 
lems relating to zoning. Eventually these problems will be handled by 
the Area Plan Commission instead of the City Plan Commission. 


There are specific County procedures that are established for projects 
that are funded by the Department of Housing and Urban Development, 
Corps of Engineers, and the Indiana State Highway Depertment. Grants 
received from these agencies require the keeping of separate account- 
ing records by this Division. Partial payment requests and Progress 
Reports must be routinely filed with each of these agencies and these 
require considerabie time from this Division. 


The County Auditor and the State Auditor routinely review all appro- 
priations and expenditures of the Department. This in and of itself 
created a considerable work load not only for this Division but also 
for the entire Department. 


Requests to the County Council for additional funds have been almost 
a monthiy occurrence as have the filing of claims with the County 
Auditor for Department expenses. 


Contacts have been made with Indiana State University and Rose Poly- 
technic Institute relative to establishing an information system. The 
Administration Division has spent considerable time on this project. 


A review of all published documents, maps, charts, etc. are made by 
this Division. During the year approximately 3,000 telephone calls 
were received, 2,500 pieces of mail received, 250 persons called at 
the office, and about 5,000 pieces of mail were sent ouf. 


A great number of publications are at the present time in the Depart- 
ment's library. These are in the form of text books, periodicals, 
phamplets, maps, charts, etc. While all these publications are re- 
lated to some phase of planning, a system is being established that 
will enable quick retrieval of specific information as it is needed. 
The Administrative Division is working with the local library in 
order to establish a good information system. 


Due Το the vacancies on the staff, the Director has spent considerable 
time in interviewing and evaluating quite a number of applicants for 
these positions. 


During the year many agencies called the Department for assistance and 
information. A partial list of these agencies appears on page nine. 
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TRANSPORTATION PLANNING DIVISION 


In order to comply with the Federal Highway Act of 1962, the officials 
of Terre Haute, Vigo County, West Terre Haute, Indiana State Highway 
Department, and U.S. Bureau of Public Roads, established a Transporta- 
tion Planning Process In the Terre Haute Urbanized Area. An Adminis- 
trative Committee and a Technical Committee were formed and the Vigo 
County Highway Engineer was made Study Director. Guidelines for doing 
the Study are supptied by the Bureau of Public Roads. Progress during 
1966 and 1967, due to the limited time available by the Vigo County 
Highway Engineer's Staff was rather limited. A two part Prospectus 
was compiled and approved by the Indiana State Highway Department and 
the Bureau of Public Roads late іп 1967. 


in August, 1967, responsibility for the Study was placed in the Area 
Planning Department and during the first part of 1968 an agreement was 
made between the Indiana State Highway Department and the Area Planning 
Department to do the Design for the Study. 


On June 27th the Administrative Committee approved the agreement and 
the first six (6) components were completed in 1968. The last eight 


(8) components are scheduled to be finished by April! 18, 1969, at 
which time, after final approval of the Design, the first phase of the 
Study will begin. It is hoped that the Procedure Manuals can be writ- 


ten and part of the inventories taken during 1969, so that the analy- 
sis phase can be started early in 1970. This is contingent upon ade- 
quate funding and the acquisition of capable personnel. It is at this 
point that applications can be made for assistance in financing spec- 
ific projects. 


Through the excellent cooperation of Mr. William Wahl and the Vigo 
County Highway Engineer's Staff, traffic counts have been taken at nu- 
merous locations, both in the City and the County and it is intended 
that the program wil! continue. 


While the Transportation Study has been and will continue to be the 
main project of the Division, considerable time and effort will be 
given to other matters. Some of the more important of these are: 


I. Re-routing of US 40 in downtown Terre Haute. 

2. Contact with the Census Bureau relative to use of 1970 Census Data. 

3. Review of applications for Driveway Access to City Streets, County 
Highways, and State Highways. 

4. Compile accident diagrams at high accident intersections and make 
accident analysis. 

5. Recommend improvements for better traffic movements at particular 
locations. 

6. Work with Indiana State University and Rose Polytechnic Insti tute 
toward establishing an information System and the use of Computer 
Facilities. 

7. Applications to HUD for assistance in financing certain parts of 
the overal! Study. 

8. Participation in preparing Sub-division Ordinance from a transpor- 
tation standpoint. 

9. Assisting Director when necessary іп other than transportation 

projects. 

Preparation of Average Daily Traffic and Peak Hour Volume data 

from the ongoing traffic counting program.

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COMPREHENSIVE PLANNING DIVISION 


Since the Department was unabie to secure a Planning Technician at the 
salary offered, Mrs. Donnenhoffer, the Comprehensive Planner, served 
the first part of 1968 as Planner and the latter part as Planning Tech- 
пісіап and also as Compprhensive Planner. 


Two large projects which the Division completed in 1968 were the "Com- 
munity Design and Goals Manual" and the "Neighborhood Analysis" Manual. 
Other smaller projects included preparation of data for special tax 
district in the C.B.D., preparation and illustrations for the C.8.D., 
and the Year-End Report for 1967. 


The Comprehensive Planner attended on the average three meetings per 
month, which included meetings with the Housing Code Committee, Chamber 
of Commerce, City Planning Commission, Otter Creek Special Advisory 
Committee on Zoning Problems, Area Pian Commission, HELP Organization, 
Comprehensive Health Planning, City Council, Indianapolis Governor's 
Conference, Indianapolis Planning Conference, Hyte Center Committees, 
Finance Committee on C.B.D., Vigo County School Corporation, and 
Danville Chamber of Comerce Director. 


The Comprehensive Planner met and answered phone inquiries on numerous 
occasions with individuals on zoning problems. Rezoning required many 
hours of work for the Division. Some rezoning petitions were studied 
by driving the area to be rezoned and colored slides were taken in most 
cases. This was necessary in order that the Planning Department could 
make its recommendations to the City Plan Commission. 


In the latter part of 1967, a group of individuals from Otter Creek 
Township formed a committee to study the possibility of zoning the 
whole Township. These committees also met in 1968. То accommodate 
working citizens, several meetings were held during the evening hours. 
The Comprehensive Planner attended these meetings and also had many 
night telephone conversations with individuals interested in zoning 
problems. 


The Department found itself in the dilemma of not being able to publish 
the planning work that was completed and at the same time give full 
attention to Comprehensive Planning Activities such as Capital ітргоуе- 
ments Programming, County Comprehensive Plan, etc. Because of this and 
numerous other problems considerable juggling of work loads was neces- 
sary (See Graphics Division). Mrs. Donnenhoffer's sixteen year's ех- 
perience in the field of graphics and reproductions dictated the perma- 
nent assignment to the Graphics and Reproductions Division. 


Much work needs to be done in Vigo County which will require the work 
of an experienced Comprehensive Planner educated їп that field. At the 
present time, the Department is trying to secure an experienced Planner. 
However, the competition in securing qualified planners is very keen 
and an adequate salary competitive with the national market will be a 
necessary inducement if the position is to be properly filled. 
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GRAPHICS AND REPRODUCTION DIVISION 


This Division was quite busy in 1968 working towards the publication 

of two large Manuals, the "Neighborhood Analysis" and the "Community 
Design and Goals." Draftsmen completed 41 illustrations in the "Com- 
munity Design and Goals Manual" and 181 maps and charts in the "Neigh- 
borhood Analysis" Manual. Approximately 150 copies of each Manual were 
published, which included printing, collating, folding of maps, punch- 
ing, and binding. 


Other Manuals which required both drafting and publication work were 
"Sub-division Regulations for the City of Terre Haute," "Vigo Tads 
Study Design," "Key To Our Community's Future," "Area Planning Legis- 
lation," "Vigo County Land Use and Zoning," "Year-End Report for 1967" 
and "Community Shelter Plan for Vigo County" (three interim reports). 


Projects in the Graphics Division other than those above included up- 
dating of the metropolitan map series, building of C.B.D. (Central 
Business District), scale model, traffic counts at various Intersec- 
tions, space use coding of the C.B.D. area, field trips to measure in- 
tersections, updating of traffic signal maps, census coding, transpor- 
tation study design flow charts, special tax district map for the 
C.B.D., updating of population map, reproduction and updating of sev- 
eral copies of both City and County maps, maps for the Civil Defense 
study, and various other small projects which required a slight amount 
of drafting work and in some cases a small amount of reproduction work. 


Several illustrations were prepared by this Division on showcard board 
which in turn were used mainly for public display and were shown by the 
Director at public meetings. 


Some of the Division time was required for maintaining of machinery and 
the purchasing of materials for the Drafting Room. 


Approximately two weeks were spent by the Division during the moving 
from City Hall to our present quarters. This also included the setting 
up of new equipment. 


In order to meet the work load this Division had for 1968, the Division 
Head and Üraftsmen worked overtime on several occasions. 


Since the Department was unable to secure a Planning Technician at the 
salary offered for the Graphics Division, the Comprehensive Planner was 
also the Supervisor for this Division for part of 1968. This situation 
created an intolerable work load for both the Comprehensive Planning 
Division and the Graphics and Reproduction Division. 
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RESEARCH ANALYST AND SPECIAL PROJECTS DIVISION 


As the title Indicates, this Division deals with special projects. By 
far the most time consuming of these projects in 1968 was the Civil 
Defense Community Shelter Program. іп connection with this program, 
and the Address Coding done by the Bureau of Census, arrangements were 
made with the Public Service Company and the R.E.M.C. to obtain Com- 
puter print out cards from their billing operation. These cards, that 
cover about 98$ of the County, were listed in alphabetical and numer- 
ical order. Maps of U.S. Mail Routes were also obtained. 


Copies of Cat. ΡΕ-Ι and PF-2 designating fallout spaces were provided 
by the Corps of Engineers and an update made for the Community Shelter 
Program. Seminars on Civil Defense were attended and meetings were 
held with the Corps O?fíicals and local Civil Defense personnel. Ar- 
rangements for public information were made and a preliminary design 
of the cover for mail out packets was prepared. 


The City Sub-division Ordinance was re-organized, (that is a few items 
were put in a different sequence) and retyped and reproduced in order 
to facilitate its use by the public. 


Work was begun on a County Sub-division Ordinance. А preliminary 
draft of contents and also the cover design were prepared and also 
suggestions as to those persons who should be contacted fcr advice and 
support of the different regulations. 


In connection with the Downtown Mall Project, a parking area survey 
was made along with a survey locating the existing water, sewer, power, 
and telephone lines, and a preliminary layout of the showcards used. 


Meetings with the City Plan Commission and the Board of Zoning Appeals 
were attended to assist the Director with the details of zoning prob- 
lems. 


This Division helps in answering inquiries, in preparing manuals, and 
in lending assistance to other Divisions as it is required.

In the year 1969, the Department involved Itself wlth the serious busi- 
ness of establishing its planning program for the next five years. 

This program has been published In the form of two manuals titled 
"Operations Manual for Comprehensive Development of Metropolitan Vigo 
County, Indiana" and "VIGOTADS". These manuals are quite voluminous 
and explain in detall the planning work and staff work load to pre- 
pare a Transportation Plan and a County Comprehensive Plan. 


The majority of the Department's time for the year was devoted to the 
preparation of these two manuals since the programs they explain were 
determined by Electronic Data Processing Techniques, These Technlques 
Involved the learning of new disciplines by the staff in order to be 
able to "converse" with the computer. Now that the Department's pro- 
gram 15 officially outiTIned, the Department wil! continue to show in- 
creasing results on County Comprehensive Planning for the coming years, 


| am pleased to report that the skill levels of the staff showed con- 
siderable Improvement and In my judgement this community now has the 
best staff composition It could hope for. Their dedication, attention 
to detail, and overtime contribution has been most gratifying. 


From the standpolnt of reducing the cost of the planning operation to 
the citizens of Vigo County, there 15 an optimun scheduling time for 
conducting both Comprehensive and Transportation Planning. That 
optimun time will occur immediately after the 1970 Census Data Is 
made avallable to the Plan Commission. This date should be around 
the latter part of 1970 and the early part of 1971. 


By utlllzlng the statistical data from the 1970 Census, we will be 
able to substitute the results from the Census for results that we 
would have had to obtain from field surveys (such as door to door 
Interviews). To avall ourselves of the best possible use of the 
Census Data, the Department involved Itself In acquiring skills for 
conversing with computers. in furtherance of this goal, the Plan Com- 
mission negotiated a contract with Indiana State Unlverslty for the 
preparation of a Procedure Manual which will eventually lead to a 
Computerized Information System. The Information System coupled with 
the Computerized Transportation Planning Data and the Computerized 


Census Data for 1970 wlll for the first time provide all the local 
government agencles wlth a vast amount of data and with almost instan- 
taneous retrieval capablllty. This capability will be of tremendous 


value to all planning projects undertaken by the Commission. 


The process of planning is increasingly making itself felt in the 


community in the form of actual physical development. | am thoroughly 
convinced that the Impact planning will have on phys[cal development 
In the next couple of years will be considerable and of a continuous- 


ly expanding nature.

PROBLEMS FACING ΤΗΕ RURAL SOCIETY 


Most of the projects undertaken by the Vigo County Area Plan 
Commission іп Its three-years' existence has been problems con- 
cerning the City. This condition is true all over the U.S.A. and 
brought about by the heavy migration to the Metropolitan areas. 
However, now for the first time in a generation, city people are 
talking about how they are getting fed up with the traffic and bad 
air, and wondering how they can get back to the country. This 
could very well be in the next 10-20 years a problem equal to none 
for the rural communities. 


What is needed is a movement of industry, business, government, and 
other services into the countryside. Towns and villages must coop- 
erate in this development because every little town can't expect 

to get a factory, office building, or research laboratory. in short, 
we must plan to get more jobs in our outlying communities. Jobs 

are necessary to hold young people and stop the families who are 
giving up farming and moving to town. 


We must help the rural society plan for the future--good schools, 
churches, recreational facilities, and transportation. We must 


have livability in our community in order to attract industries. 
In the next twenty years a lot of small towns will be decidina 
whether they will grown and live; or shrink and die. Farmers and 


rural leaders should join with townspeople to figure the best way 
to keep their own community on the map. 


| hope the Vigo County Area Plan Commission continues to have the 
most needed support and cooperation of the rural people to solve 
our problems.

The actual expenditures for the Department for 1969 were $88,109.87 
and the income from outside sources was $17,831.92. The difference, 
$70,277.95, is the amount of money actually spent for the operation 
of the Department from local tax funds. This figures out to be 
about $.60 per year per capita in 1969. 


BOARD OF ZONING APPEALS AND CITY PLAN COMMISSION 


The Board of Zoning Appeals consists of five members appointed by the 
Mayor. Meetings are held on the second Monday of each month at 9:00 
A.M. in the City Park Board Room. During this year, the Board met 
eight times and reviewed ten variances, eight were approved and two 
were denied. Mr. H. A. Hollopeter is the Secretary for the Board. 


The City Plan Commission consists of nine members and are appointed 
as follows: five members appointed by the Mayor, one by the City 
Park Board, one by the Board of Public Works and Safety, one by the 
City Council, and one by tenure of Office. The non-member Secretary 
is Attorney Charles Vincent. Meetings are held at 10:00 A.M. in the 
City Park Board Room on the Thursday immediately preceding City 
Council Meetings. 


During the 1969 calendar year the City Plan Commission held its 
regular monthly meetings with the exception of the month of November 
when no ordinances were referred to it by the City Council, and in 
addition heid two special meetings to consider rezoning ordinances 
wherein the factor of time was an important consideration to the 

land owner. A total of 20 ordinances were referred to the Commission 
for consideration by the Council during the calendar year and passage 


of 17 were recommended. Five of these ordinances were recommended 
for passage with suggested amendments to be made in relation to the 
land use. іп every instance, the Council concurred in the Commission's 


recommendations.

Because of the unexpected approval of such a large grant involving 
such a heavy work load and an unexpected increase in documentation 
for Transportation Planning approval, the Department has been 
extremely hard pressed to accomplish its work load. Efforts were 
made to obtain part time help to accomplish the increased work load. 
In some instances this worked out very satisfactorily. Due to a lack 


of planning experience, however; this help had considerable limitations 


in solving our work load problem. This means that certain other pro-

AREA PLANNING COMMISSION ACTIVITIES 


At the January meeting of the Commission members selected Mr. Jay 
Dennis as President for the year 1969. One of the first official acts 
of the Commission was to execute the renewal of the contract with the 
Soil Conservation Service. 


Several resolutions were passed at the February meeting. These in- 
cluded an endorsement of the proposed Fruitridge Avenue Improvements, 

a directive to the staff to proceed to develop a Subdivision Ordinance, 
the creation of a Board of Zoning Appeals with Mr. John Ennis and Mr. 
Thomas Fitzpatrick as members of the Board, and a directive to the 
Director to make an attempt to create a Capital Improvement Study 
Commission. 


The Commission invited Mr. Ewing Miller to attend the larch meeting. 
Mr. Miller discussed the future plans of Indiana State University and 
how these plans might effect future decisions of the Commission. 


The Commission passed a resolution recommendina that the Penn-Central 
Railroad attempt to establish a single path through the City. Another 
resolution was passed directing that an application for a Planning 
Grant be submitted to the Department of Housing and Urban Development. 


At the April meeting, the Commission directed that the staff proceed 
with completing a preliminary draft of a Subdivision Ordinance. At 
this meeting the Commission also adopted a resolution approving the 
initial draft of the Operations Manual for developing a Comprehensive 
Риа 


The Commission, at its Мау meeting, passed a resolution authorizing 
Тһе Director, in cooperation with the Attorney, to prepare a contract 
between the Area Planning Commission and Indiana State University to 
prepare a procedure manual describing the methods for establishing an 
Information System. The contract was signed by Mr. Dennis in June and 
since the work was to be partially financed by the Departmont of 
Housing and Urban Development it was forwarded to the Chicego Office 
for approval. 


A special meeting of the Executive Committee in July approved the Vigo 
County Transportation Study Design and the Area Plannina Department 
Budget for 1970. 


A resolution was passed at the September meeting recommending that the 
Board of Public Works and Safety urge the consulting Engineering Firm 
to expedite their work in connection with the traffic congestion in 
the North 9th Street corridor and Fruitridge Avenue. 


After a discussion at several meetings relative to the Ponderosa 
Restaurant on Wabash Avenue, the Commission recommended that this 
access be granted due to extenuating circumstances but also went on 
record as recommending that wherever possible all access to major 
arterial streets be from side streets. 


The Commission directed the staff to proceed with an application to 

| the Bureau of the Census and to the Department of Housing and Urban 
Development's Regional office to complete the Census Address Codina 
Guide. 
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Mr. Walker апа Mr. York mer numerous times with tne Director to dis- 
cuss the regulations to be contained іп the Subdivision Ordinance that 
is belng prepared. They reported to the Commission that considerable 
progress has been made and they hope an initial version will be ready 
early next year. 


AREA PLANNING DEPARTMENT ACTIVITIES 


The basic goal of Comprehensive Planning is to have the best utiliza- 
tion of community resources available within the economic means of the 
Community. іп order to implement this goal the Department has worked 
within the discipline of planning. The Department, by following the 
principles and practices of planning hopes to provide a framework for 
better understanding of current and future Community problems. 


The Department has made considerable progress toward the development 
of a Comprehensive Plan for the Community. Опе major project completed 
was the Community Shelter Plan, which is acticipated to be approved by 


the local Defense Director and will! be published by the Area Planning 
Department. The Community Shelter Plan consists of several steps of 
which some steps were completed in previous years. The steps involved 
cet iB .

constructed and after several adjustments in the overall program, a 
meeting was called for August 12, 1969 to obtain tentative approval of 
the Bureau of Public Roads and the Department of Housing and Urban 
Development. At this meeting, Mr. Paparella, of the Homewood, Illinois 
office of the Bureau of Public Roads, recommended changes in the рго- 
gram, thereby reducing costs. After an agreement on adjustments to be 
made, the local staff and the Indiana State Highway staff revised the 


overall program and presented a 35-Week First incremental Work Program 
for the Bureau of Public Road's approval. This involved considerable 
drafting work on the PERT Diagram as well as additional computer print- 


out adjustments. 


Тһе {паі апа State Highway Department informed the Area Planning Depart- 
ment that due to a lack of personnel It will be necessary that the 
Indiana State Highway delegate its part of the Program to another 


organization at the Indiana State Highway's expense. If was suggested 
that the local Department enter into a contract with the Indiana State 
Highway Department to perform their work with local personnel. Several 
meetings have been held and a tentative draft of this contract has been 
made. ІТ is anticipated that the Transportation Study will be offic- 
tally started early in 1970. 


The Comprehensive Plan Study Design, which was developed in'coordi- 
nation with the Transportation Study Manual, was approved by the 
Department of Housing and Urban Development. Approval of a grant of 
$60,680.00 to perform some of the work that is pertinent to both Com- 
prehensive and Transportation Planning was received in May, 1969. 
These studies pertain to Housing, Population, Land Use, Economics, 
and the development of a Procedure Manual to Establish an Information 
System. The work is proceeding on schedule. The resultant informa- 
tion will be used during the analysis phase of the Transportation 
Study. 


The Staff is currently working on a Procedure Manual for Survey of 
Major Commercial and Industrial Areas. This study should prove to 

be of considerable importance to the Department and to the Community. 
Also, the Department is working on a Procedure Manual for a General 
Lana Use Inventory Survey and tabulation of data. The Department 

has worked, and is currently working, on establishing trends for 
retail saies, selected services, wholesale sales, and manufacturing 
added up to and including the year 1990. The trends will be estab- 
lished for the United States, the East North Central States, Indiana, 
lerse Haute SMSA апа Vigo County. 


The Comprehensive Planner, representing the Department, participated 
in civic activities such as the Comprehensive Health preliminary 
program meetings, and the Terre Haute Chamber of Commerce sponsored 
Ses 70.5 4 


The Department also attended several training sessions on how to in- 
terpret soil maps. These sessions were conducted by the loca! Soi! 
Conservation Service with the assistance of the Purdue University 
Conservation Department. 


A Color Coding Chart was set up by the Department for the new Zoning 
Atlas and has proven very heipful for the consideration of rezoning 


applications. The Atlas consists of quarter-section maps divided 
ИПДО ene ΠΠ; айта оса оте шс 120. τος Αίας i's approximately 
80% completed, and it is hoped that the balance will be finalized in 


the immediate future. 


Considerable time was spent in meeting with the following organiza- 
tions: 


City Plan Commission 


The Research Analyst represented the Department at the monthly 
City Pian Commission meetings and made recommendations to 
the City Plan Commission pertaining to rezoning applications. 
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City Board of Zoning Appeals 


Recommendations were forwarded to the City Board of 

Zoning Appeals by the Department. There were ten (10) 
variances reviewed during the past year. Of these ten (10), 
eight (8) were passed and two (2) were denied. 


The Department answered numerous inquiries by local citizens and out 
of town people relative to zoning. Zoning required many hours of work 
for tne Department. 


Committee for Area Manpower System (CAMPS) 


The Research Analyst represented the Department at several monthly 
meetings in order that the Manpower problems of the CAMPS Organi- 
zation could be correlated with any of the studies pertaining Το 
this field that might be undertaken by the Area Planning Depart- 
ment. 


Work was begun on the County Subdivision Ordinance, Preliminary 
drawings and charts were drawn up on lot sizes (according to 
location of the well, tile field, house, garage and right-of-way 
requirements, etc.); the right-of-way widths of local, collector 
and arterial streets; the dip, angle of approach, and angle of 
departure of automobiles; the drainage of the lots as they are 
related to each other in a subdivision; location of underground 
utilities in the streets, in the shoulders of tne street right- 
of-way and in the utility easement at the rear lot lines; study 
of offset "T's" intersections; street layout problems; design 
speeds; intersection spacing and speed correlation, street 
development concepts; subdivision accessability: economics; 
safety; sight prisms, design elements for local streets, cul- 
de-sacs; subdividing along major highways and road capacity. 

All of these items plus many more were reviewed and accepted 

by the Sub-Committee of the Area Planning Commission. This 
Committee consisted of Charles Walker and Lloyd York. These 
Commissioners spent many hours of their time alona with the 
Department in preparing this ordinance. 


The proposed subdivision ordinance has been coordinated with Public 
Service of Indiana and the Terre Haute Gas Corporation thru numerous 
meetings. The major subject evaluated was utility easements, 


The Sub-Committee has requested that the staff prepare a subdivision 
design manual in conjunction with the ordinance. The design manual 
is about 85% complete and the ordinance about 50% complete. 


As a result of anticipating performing some of the Indiana State 
Highway Commission's work in our local Transportation Planning, addi- 
tional office space will be needed. 


Plans were drawn up for this office expansion on the third floor by 
the Area Planning Department. Cost estimates on utilities, furniture 
and equipment were compiied and made a part of a proposed contract. 


Numerous small jobs were processed by the Graphics and Reproduction 
Division which were mainly jobs connected to the Transportation Study. 
Considerable time was spent in entering rezoning petitions on proposed 
zoning change map. Several new City and County maps were published 
which are sold to Companies, etc., free to Government Units, and are 
used in planning studies by all Divisions in the Department. 


Much of the Supervisor's time was spent in laying out work for Drafts- 
men, assisting Drafting and other Divisions. Assisting Indiana State 
University students, Realtors, Chamber of Commerce, various individuals 
from other Cities, etc., who were needing information concernina vari- 
ous local maps was an important aspect of this Oivisions work.

In addition to preparing the Comprehensive Plan and Transportation 
Plan for the County, fhe following activities were the object of con- 
siderable time and effort by the Department: 


l. Working with the Area Plan Commission and the City Engineer 
with plans for rerouting of U.S. 40 to Cherry and Ohio Street 


2. Establishment of a Library System and Card Index.

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LAWS AND ORDINANCES PROCEDURE MANUAL 


INTRODUCTION 


All laws and ordinances that pertain to the use of the land or to 
the control of this use in the future are of basic importance to 
the formulation of any Comprehensive Plan. Whether or not future 
implementation of any planned project is feasible, depends on the 
future uses of all the land in the project area. The location of 
streets and thoroughfares, along with the dimensions of both the 
traveled roadway and the right-of-way that might be needed in the 
future, are an important part of any planned development. The 
location of water and sewer facilities, gas lines, electric power 
and telephone lines are of vital importance to all areas, and laws 
and ordinances controlling these facilities must be considered dur- 
ing discussion of future development. School districts, fire dis- 
tricts, redevelopment areas and police jurisdictional areas are 


all determined, or are effected by, existing laws and ordinances. 


This Manual was prepared to present a procedure to follow which will 
provide the planning staff with an inventory of existing laws and 
ordinances that might have a significant effect on future planned 


development. 


PLANNING JURISDICTION 


The Area Plan Commission has planning jurisdiction over the City of 
Terre Haute, the Towns of West Terre Haute, Seelyville, and Riley 
and over the balance of Vigo County. Any future zoning laws or 
regulations that are written for any part of Vigo County, will no 


doubt be prepared in cooperation with the Area Planning Department 
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staff апа the Area Plan Commission will play a major role in the 


administration of such laws and ordinances. 


It is evident from the foregoing that a library of information 
relative to pertinent laws and ordinances would be a great advan- 
tage to both the Area Plan Commission and potential builders of 
houses, commercial enterprises, or industrial complexes. This 
library of information would be available to all of these builders 
and should result in the uniform development of the whole of Vigo 
County and should help in avoiding the haphazard, and for the most 
part unsightly, growth of the past. It is extremely important that 
after these laws and ordinances are inventoried, a periodic review 
be made in the light of development projects so that needs for 
changes can be observed and suggested to the proper legislative 


bodies, 
DIGEST 


Before inventorying begins, the Staff of the Area Planning Depart- 

ment will contact certain Public Officials and Heads of Departments 
to ascertain the location of certain laws and whether or not a copy 
is available. Then a copy of the statute will be filed along with 

a digest of contents. If a copy is unavailable, a note will be 


made of the location of the particular statute; i.e. which office 


and which file, etc. The digest should disclose the date of passage, 


summary of the provisions, any record of enforcement that is avail- 
able and any significant results that have developed from the 


legislation. 
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REVIEW 


As the laws and ordinances are reviewed, each one will be examined 
as to its adequacy in light of future planning, whether or not it 
is being enforced, if it coordinates with laws in surrounding 
communities, and any major legal action concerning it that has 


taken place or that is pending. 


The existing Zoning Ordinance and Zoning Map will be examined for 
adequacy and accuracy. The administration of the Ordinance will 

be investigated and the records of the actions of the City Plan 
Commission and the Board of Zoning Appeals will be perused. The 
Ordinance will be examined to determine if it is flexible enough 

to negate the possibility of stifling desired development and has 
sufficient regulations to provide for off street parking facilities, 


lot sizes, setbacks, etc. 


The existing Subdivision regulations will be reviewed in the light 
of whether or not they provide for the review by competent staff 
personnel; provide for a preliminary review so that the developer 
can be advised of necessary changes before he begins construction; 
provide for adequate design standards and provisions for future 
streets and easements; and provide for the disclosure of long 


range plans for the entire area that the developer owns or controls. 


Building Codes will be reviewed and an effort will be made to urge 
all units of Government to adopt uniform regulations. The Housing 


Codes will be examined in detail. 


Traffic laws will be reviewed. Those laws pertaining to one way 


streets, truck routes, delivery vehicles, parking meters, gasoline 


tax money and bus and taxi stops will all be examined and listed. 


Laws relative to access, curb cuts, and traffic control devices, 


will be reviewed and listed. 


Urban renewal laws, annexation laws, plans that provide for property 
assessment to pay for certain improvements (Barrett Law), water and 
air pollution laws and sewage treatment laws will be investigated 


and listed. 


Laws dealing with signs, billboards, junk yards, storage yards, 
litter, sanitary and safe maintenance of property and underground 


utilities will be reviewed and listed. 
STATE AND FEDERAL LEGISLATION 


State legislation regarding planning will be made a part of the 
Planning Department Library as will any Federal legislation. Federal 
and State laws pertaining to development such as regulations of 
Housing and Urban Development, Department of Transportation, Depart- 


ment of Commerce, etc. will be acquired and listed. 


As indicated previously, as these laws and ordinances are compiled, 
they will be reviewed and from this knowledge gained, the Department 
staff will no doubt see inadequacies at present. However, continual 
updating of these laws will be undertaken so as to keep abreast of 


changing needs.

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NATURAL RESOURCES 


COAL 
The Vigo County area lies within the Illinois Coal Basin which includes Indiana, Illinois and western 


Kentucky. According to the Indiana Coal Association there are 1.7 billion tons of coal reserves in Vigo County. 
There are approximately 6.5 billions tons of coal in reserve in the surrounding four counties. Coal in Vigo 
County and the surrounding areas can be mined comparatively inexpensively by the strip mining process 
because of the shallow, horizontal coal seams. 


LAND 
Agricultural concerns utilize 130,000 acres of land in Vigo county for high yield row crop production. 20,000 


acres in the county are used as pasture, of the remaining area, 42,000 acres are classified as woodland, 10,000 
acres are previously mined areas, 47,000 acres are developed lands and 16,000 acres are classified as other 


rural lands. 


OIL 
Vigo county is situated on the northeastern edge of the Indiana-Illinois Petroleum Field. Within a 20 mile 


radius of Terre Haute, more than 200 producing oil wells exist. 


SANDS & GRAVEL 
Large quanities of high grade sands and gravel are located in the Terre Haute area. The shallow deposits 


permit inexpensive extraction. 


WATER 

Vigo county has an abundant supply of water. The Wabash river runs north to south through the county, 
ο d 8 miles along the west edge of Terre Haute. The river's minimum flow is 450 million gallons per 

ау. 

The primary source of underground water is a large aquafer which parallels the flow of the Wabash River. 

These sources provide the water supply for existing industries and the city. 

Wells located in the bottoms and terraces near the Wabash river average 80 feet in depth have a pumping 
capacity range if up to 2700 gallons per minute. Wells located in upland areas have an average depth of 155 feet 
and have a pumping capacity range of up to 60 gallons per minute. 

The area also includes more than 700 fresh water ponds and lakes. 
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A PERSONAL MESSAGE FROM THE EXECUTIVE DIRECTOR 


The work load of the department continues to be heavy with 
considerable time being spent on the Railroad/Highway Crossings 
Demonstration Project, the additional I-70 Interchange, the pre- 
liminary work in preparation for the 1980 Census and the Township 
Zoning Information Meetings. These latter meetings are the initial 
approach to creating a Countywide Comprehensive Plan and Zoning 
Ordinance. Ubiquitous examples of the effect of unguided develop- 
ment in rural areas emphasize the need for land use regulations, and 
meetings have been held with residents of three townships: Otter 
Creek, Honey Creek and Lost Creek. These meetings have been fruit- 
ful in that they have informed these residents as to the purpose of, 
and the advantages and disadvantages that might occur with the enact- 
ment of, a Countywide Zoning Ordinance. These meetings will continue 
with residents of the other townships and hopefully an ordinance 
can be prepared for presentation to the Vigo County Board of Commis- 
sioners that will be palatable to residents of the rural areas. 


Data gathered for the Railroad/Highway Crossings Demonstration 
Project verifies the need (that is obvious) for a grade separation 
at U.S. 41 and CONRAIL. Environmental assessment and plan develop- 
ment for this project are scheduled for 1978. 


At the request of Mayor Brighton, members of the staff testified 
before the Legislative Committee on Transportation chaired by Senator 
Tipton as to the need for an additional interchange to I-70. We are 
continuing to gather traffic data in the I-70 corridor relative to 
this project for forwarding to the Indiana State Highway Commission. 


The updating and validation of the existing Geographic Base 
File will add to the accuracy of the information gathered in the 1980 
Census. 


This year saw the contract awarded for the reconstruction of the 
Chamberlain Road from the Milner Road to U.S. 40. This Federal-Aid 
project will be completed in 1978. 


This year again was disappointing in the progress of the Trans- 
portation Study. The delays experienced at the State and Federal 1εν- 
el border on incongruity. In at least two instances manuals were pre- 
pared and submitted in advance to State and Federal personnel prior to 


being acted upon by a Committee containing members of the State and Fed- 


eral agencies. The manuals were approved by the Committee with no dis- 
senters and then four months later comments were received from the 


State and Federal agencies requiring certain alterations to the manuals. 


Delays of this nature have made it impossible to complete the Trans- 
portation Study during this calendar year. We are proceeding with the 
alterations, and adoption of the final plan by the legislative bodies 

is anticipated in the Spring of 1978. These delays have been frus- 
trating but fortunately our conditional certification remains in effect 
and the area continues to be eligible for federal funding of transpor- 


tation projects.

The total income to the Department from federal funds during 
1977 for services performed on activities connected with the Trans- 
portation Study was $85,250.58. These monies were deposited in the 
Area Plan Commission Non-Reverting Fund and the greater part of the 
fund was invested by the County Auditor in the same manner as any 
other surplus monies of the county. The interest credited to the 
Non-Reverting Fund during 1977 was $3,800.00. This is a total 
income to the Department, from federal funding, interest and sale 
of maps and documents of $89,050.58. The actual expenditures from 
local tax revenues for the Department for 1977 totaled $126,537.96. 
The expenditures from the Non-Reverting Fund for supplies and services 
in connection with the Transportation Study totaled $45,465.53. This 
is a total expenditure of the Area Planning Department for 1977 of 
$172,003.49. $172,003.49 minus $89,050.58 equals $82,952.91 which 
was the actual local cost of the Department for 1977. As of January 
1, 1978, $140,000.00 of Non-Reverting Funds was invested in Certif- 
icates of Deposit for a three month period at the regular county 


interest rate. 


BOARD OF ZONING APPEALS AND CITY PLAN COMMISSION 
By state statute, the staff of the Area Planning Department 
must review and make recommendations on all proposals for variances 
presented to the Board of Zoning Appeals and on all proposals for 


rezoning presented to the City Plan Commission. 


The Board of Zoning Appeals consists of five members appointed 
by the Mayor. Meetings are held on the first Monday of each month 
at 9:00 A.M., in the City Park Board Room. During this year, the 
Board met four times and reviewed eighteen applications, requiring 
thirty-two variances. Thirty approved, two denied. 

The City Plan Commission consists of nine members and are 
appointed as follows: five members appointed by the Mayor, one by 
the City Park Board, one by the Board of Public Works and Safety, 
one by the City Council and one by tenure of office. Meetings are 
held at 4:00 P.M., in the City Park Board Room on the first Thursday 
immediately preceding City Council Meetings. 

A total of twenty-two zoning ordinances were referred to the 
Terre Haute City Council. Seventeen were reported favorably to the 
Council, one was reported unfavorably, and four were withdrawn. 
There failing to be a quorum of members present at certain meetings, 


thirteen ordinances were not discussed, and the Commission had no 


recommendations.

Assistance was given on various drafting details and publi-

The Drafting Division furnished maps and assistance to various 
Other groups such as: 

Indiana State University, various Churches, West Central Indiana 
Economic Development District, Wabash Valley Interstate Commission, 
Vigo County Heart Association, Katherine Hamilton Mental Health 
Association, Chamber of Commerce, Dober and Associates and various 
Volunteer Fire Departments. 

The Division also answered several inquiries from various map 
publishing companies requesting information on street changes etc. 

Aerial Photo Mosaics were furnished to various consultants 
working for Vigo County. 

Several maps and manuals were published and sold to the general 
public: 

A total of twenty-seven Subdivision Plats were drawn for the 
Vigo County Auditor's office. These are to be kept on record for 
taxing purposes at the Auditor's office. A total of 1,956 manuals 


were reproduced, collated, and bound by the Drafting Division. A 


total of 3,630 prints of various Subdivision Plats were reproduced 
and mailed to the Area Plan Commission and to the Utility Companies. 
A total of 8,379 aerial photos (1976) were printed for the Vigo 
County Auditor's office. 22,000 forms were printed for the Vigo 
County Highway Department and 32,100 forms were printed for the Vigo 
County Home. 

Some of the miscellaneous jobs conducted by the Drafting Divi- 
sion were drafting on Key Inventory Maps, Census Tract Maps, Town- 
ship U.S.G.S. Base Maps, preparing the Annual Report, preparing a 
Street Index Manual, preparing Quarter Sections and aerial photos 
for the City Plan Commission, and the Board of Zoning Appeals, draft- 
ing of Downtown Improvement Project drawings, coloring Land Use Maps 
for all townships, preparing posters for various Governmental Agen- 
cies, preparing graphs for various department manuals, taking pictures 
of various areas in the county, plotting legal descriptions on aerial 
photos and drafting of numerous charts and maps for the "Transpor- 
tation Summary Report". 

Base maps containing roads and names were updated for the year 
1977. The Division also had the task of keeping the City Zoning Map 


updated. 


Numerous delays have been encountered in the attempt to complete 
the initial Study Design phase of the 1995 Long Range Transportation 
Plan for the Terre Haute Urbanized Area. Major delays occurred in 
the review and approval of certain documents and the approval of an 
Area Unified Work Program. As happened last year, the approval of 


this years Fiscal Work Program and allocation of funding was not to- 


tally achieved until December of 1977. These six month delays have 
continually delayed the formal adoption of the 1995 Transportation 
Plan. In spite of these problems progress has been made toward 

that goal. As of this date, the only two job activities remaining 
of the initial Study Design document are the finalized Formal Report 
and the Formal Adoption of the Plan by local legislative officials. 
It is anticipated that without further delays, these task can be 
completed in the Spring of 1978. 

A continuing planning procedure manual setting the framework 
for the future transportation planning activities was prepared and 
submitted to the Indiana State Highway Commission in May of 1977 but 
a response suggesting changes was not received until December 23, 
1977 (seven months later). These requested changes will be dis- 
cussed before finalizing the manual. 

Conditional certification of the area, allowing the use of 
federal funds for highway projects was received іп 1977. It is hoped 
that the adoption of the 1995 Plan in early 1978 will lead to a com- 
plete certification of the Transportation Planning Process in Terre 
Haute and Vigo County. 

In other areas of transportation, the Area Planning Department 
has been quite active. The Department has worked with the Indiana 
State Highway Commission in a preliminary study for a proposed addi- 
tional I-70 Interchange. The Department also assisted the County 
Highway Engineer's office with plans for widening the Chamberlain 
Road and the acquisition of right-of-way for that project. 


The Department was also responsible for work completed for the 


1985 Urban Area Boundary and Functional Street System Maps. A 
Railroad/Highway Crossings Demonstration Project is under way to 
investigate possible rail crossing improvements, grade separations 
and/or rail relocations and consolidations. At present the initial 
inventory of all rail crossings is virtually completed for the urban- 
ized area and this data is now being evaluated. An initial progress 
report was prepared documenting early plans and also pointing up the 
need for a grade separation at the U.S. 41 and CONRAIL crossing just 
north of Tippecanoe Street. At present a consultant agreement is in 


the process of being finalized for Preliminary Engineering on this 


project. Hopefully, construction can begin within the next two years. 


Considerable delay was experienced in the traffic counting pro- 
gram for the 1978 fiscal year due to the lack of progress in approval 
of the HPR agreement by the Indiana State Highway Commission. This 
six month delay occurred in good weather which compounded the neg- 
ative results. Although reimbursement was not available a total of 
thirty-nine counts were taken ranging from volume counts to inter- 
Section studies. These counts were taken in the I-70 corridor and 
the 3rd Street and CONRAIL corridor. In union with these studies a 
total of forty-one turn movements were taken. The HPR agreement was 
approved in December 1977 and it is anticipated that the entire pro- 
gram will be completed by the end of the 1978 fiscal year. 

The staff has also been involved with the Terre Haute City En- 
gineer in a preliminary study of traffic light synchronization on 
8th and 9th Streets in the city of Terre Haute. 


Assistance was given to the Vigo County Commissioners and High- 


way Engineer in preparing an inventory of county roads for computation 
of total mileage and studies for recommendations for special traffic 
signs, speed studies and railroad crossing improvements. 

The staff has been working closely with the Downtown Improve- 
ment Committee in the preparation of a plan for the renovation of down- 
town Terre Haute. A demonstration project involving the beautifi- 
cation of 6th Street has been approved, but insufficient funding has 
forced a readvertising of the project for bidding. 

In short, progress was made in 1977 although not as much as the 
staff would have liked. It is hoped that the administrative delays 
of the past two years that have resulted in the limited progress will 
be cleared up in 1978 and the Transportation Planning Process can 


proceed in a more efficient manner. 


The Department has continued to compile and publish the ВЕ-А- 
WARE information bulletin the first of each month as a service to 
inform agencies of ongoing construction projects in the county. 

Assigning of addresses for new construction throughout the county 
is continuing in cooperation with the U.S. Post Office and local 
utility agencies. Members of the staff prepared preliminary appli- 
cations for a Vigo County Community Block Grant and conducted public 
hearings necessary to complete the qualifications for such a grant. 

The staff worked closely with the City Attorney, James Smock, 
in preparation of data for a city annexation hearing and also testi- 
fied at the hearings and at the request of the City Council, performed 


a detailed land use study of the Farrington Grove area and made rec- 


commendations on rezoning in that area. 


Members of the staff conferred with a representative of the 
United States Geological Survey concerning installation of Water 
Level Measuring devices and worked closely with officials of the 
Terre Haute Regional Hospital Coordinating Board about ingress and 
egress from the proposed new facility and about sewage disposal and 
surface drainage. Flood information and maps were provided to the 
engineering firm handling flood area mapping for the Department of 
Housing and Urban Development. 

In preparation for completion of the Comprehensive Plan, the 
standing committee on Zoning and Land Use conducted public information 
meetings pertaining to zoning for Lost Creek, Honey Creek and Otter 
Creek Townships. Public meetings for residents of the remaining town- 
ships in Vigo County are planned for 1978. 

Several speaking engagements and presentations on land use, 
zoning and transportation planning were made by the staff to such or- 
ganizations as: Farrington Grove Historical Society, Exchange Club, 
Vigo County Farm Bureau Association, Chamber of Commerce, City Council, 
ISU Geography Class, ISU Health and Safety Class, Homebuilder's Ass'n., 
Committee for Area Progress, Laboratory School, J.I. Case Company, 
Board of, Realtors and Noon Optimists. 

During 1977 members of the staff regularly attended meetings 
of such organizations as: Committee for Area Progress, Board of 
Zoning Appeals, 208 Water Quality, City Plan Commission and BE-A-WARE 
Committee. 


Considerable time and effort has been spent attending special

During the year from January 1, 1977 to December 31, 1977 ninety- 
four (94) applications were received which required review of eighty- 
two (82) different subdivisions for preliminary, preliminary and 
final, or final approval of proposed subdivision plats subject to the 


provisions of the Subdivision Control Ordinance for the Vigo County 


Area. After review by the staff, and after a visit to the site, rec- 


ommendations were made. All applications for subdivision of ground 


within the county are processed by the department, advertized for 


public hearing and recommendation for action 1s made to the Area Plan 
Commission. Ninety-two (92) of these applications have now received 
both preliminary and final approval, one pending final approval and 
one withdrawn by the applicant. The ninety-two (92) approved appli- 
cations comprise a total of three hundred sixty-eight (368) lots with 
a total of four hundred eighteen (418) acres. All of the applica- 
tions are located in the unincorporated area of Vigo County with the 
exception of four (4) which are located within the corporate limits 
of Terre Haute.

The Planning Process of Vigo County in 1978 will consist mainly 
of monitoring. 

Traffic volumes and patterns, changes in population by geo- 
graphic areas, changes in places of employment, along with location 
of school age children and locations of accidents are items that 
will be monitored closely. 

This data will not only provide information as to the immediate 
needs for improved or new public facilities but will provide a check 
on the forecasts that were made earlier in the Planning Process. 

This monitoring and the preparation of a County Comprehensive 
Plan and Zoning Ordinance are the primary projects of the department 


for 1978. 
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THE IDEA OF AREA PLANNING CAME ABOUT AS A RESULT OF ΤΗΕ 
ENORMOUS SUCCESS OF AMERICAN INDUSTRY IN THE YEARS FOLLOWING 
WoRLD War 11. 


А SOCIETY WHICH HAD BEEN SHACKLED FOR NEARLY TWO DECADES, 
FIRST BY THE GREAT DEPRESSION AND THEN BY THE WAR, SUDDENLY 
BROKE LOOSE WITH UNPRECEDENTED VITALITY AND MOMENTUM, OLD 
CITIES EXPANDED, NEW CITIES FILLED IN THE OPEN SPACES OF THE 
COUNTRY, AND NEW HIGHWAYS WERE BUILT TO CARRY THE NATIONS MOBILE 
AND ENERGETIC POPULATION AND ITS GREAT OUTPOURING OF PRODUCTS. 


À GREAT WAVE OF PRODUCTIVITY AND PROSPERITY SPREAD ACROSS 
THE COUNTRY. AND IT WAS OFTEN ESTIMATED THAT THE AMOUNT OF LAND 
CONVERTED TO URBAN USES IN THE U.S. DURING THE FINAL THIRD OF 
THE TWENTIETH CENTURY WOULD BE ALMOST THE SAME AS THAT URBANIZED 
IN THE PREVIOUS 300 YEARS, 


THIS TREMENDOUS SUCCESS AND GROWTH IS OF COURSE TO BE 
WELCOMED FOR ITS BENEFICIAL EFFECTS UPON THE WELFARE OF THE 
COUNTRY, BUT iT HAS NOT BEEN WITHOUT-iTS PROBLEMS, THE 
“EXPANSION OF SUBURBS HAS OFTEN OUTPACED THE LOCAL GOVERNMENT'S 
ABILITIES TO PROVIDE NECESSARY SERVICES. IN THE RUSH TO 
PROVIDE HOUSING FOR THE GROWING POPULATION OF AMERICANS, RESI- 
DENTIAL SUBDIVISIONS HAVE BEEN LOCATED ON SOILS AND TERRAIN 
NOT SUITED FOR SUCH DEVELOPMENT. THE INCREASE IN THE USE OF 
THE AUTOMOBILE PUT NEW STRAINS ON EXISTING ROADS AND FACILITIES, 
STATE AND LOCAL GOVERNMENTS HAD TO DEVISE NEW ORGANIZATIONS 
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AND NEW METHODS OF PROVIDING FUNDS TO BUILD AND MAINTAIN ΤΗΕ 
MILES OF CONCRETE BETWEEN CITIES. ІНЕ NEW MARKETS FOR APPLI- 
ANCES SUCH AS TELEVISIONS, WASHING MACHINES, DRYERS, TOASTERS 
AND ELECTRIC RANGES CREATED NEW DEMANDS UPON PUBLIC AND PRIVATE 
UTILITIES, GREAT CAPITAL IMPROVEMENT PROGRAMS AND LAND ACQUISI- 
TIONS FOR RIGHT-OF-WAYS WERE REQUIRED, AND SOMETIMES THE PUBLIC 
TREASURY WAS STRAINED TO MEET THE DEMAND, 


ALL OF THESE GROWING PAINS OF THE PROSPEROUS SOCIETY LED 
TO THE ENACTMENT OF LAWS BY STATE GOVERNMENTS ALL ACROSS THE 
COUNTRY TO DEAL IN AN ORDERLY FASHION WITH THIS GROWTH, 
LEGISLATORS REALIZED THAT LOCAL GOVERNMENTS REQUIRED SOME MEANS 
BY WHICH THEY COULD REMEDY THE HARMFUL EFFECTS OF THIS GROWTH 
AND ORGANIZE THEIR RESPONSE TO IT, TO BEST USE THEIR NATURAL 
AND FISCAL RESOURCES. THE AREA PLANNING LEGISLATION ENACTED 
BY THE STATE OF INDIANA IS AN EXAMPLE OF SUCH LAWS. IT CAN 
BE UNDERSTOOD AS THE WAY THAT GOVERNMENT ATTEMPTED TO COORDINATE 
ITS RESPONSE TO THE WAVE OF PROSPERITY AND PRODUCTION, THE 
STATED PURPOSE OF THE ACT MAKES THIS QUITE CLEAR. IT READS, 
"EXPANDING ÜRBANIZATION WITHIN THE STATE HAS CREATED MANY NEW 
PROBLEMS INVOLVING STREETS AND HIGHWAYS, TRANSPORTATION, DRAINAGE, 
WATER, LAND USE, SCHOOLS AND RECREATION, WHICH ARE BEYOND THE 
ABILITY OF A SINGLE CITY OR COUNTY TO SOLVE, THEREFORE, ІТ IS 
THE OBJECT OF THIS LEGISLATION TO ENCOURAGE LOCAL UNITS OF 
GOVERNMENT TO COOPERATIVELY IMPROVE THE HEALTH, SAFETY, CONVEN- 
IENCE AND THE WELFARE OF THEIR CITIZENS AND TO PLAN FOR THE 


FUTURE DEVELOPMENT OF THEIR COMMUNITIES TO THE END THAT HIGHWAY 


SYSTEMS BE MORE CAREFULLY PLANNED, THAT NEW COMMUNITIES GROW 
ONLY WITH ADEQUATE STREET, UTILITY, HEALTH, EDUCATIONAL AND 
RECREATIONAL FACILITIES: THAT THE NEEDS OF AGRICULTURE, IN- 
DUSTRY, AND BUSINESS BE RECOGNIZED IN FUTURE GROWTH, THAT 
RESIDENTIAL AREAS PROVIDE HEALTHY SURROUNDINGS FOR FAMILY 
LIFE; AND THAT THE GROWTH OF THE COMMUNITY IS COMMENSURATE 
WITH AND PROMOTIVE OF THE EFFICIENT AND ECONOMICAL USE OF 
PUBLIC FUNDS." 


THIS LEGISLATION WAS PASSED IN INDIANA IN 1957, aT A 
TIME WHEN THE PROSPERITY BOOM WAS BEGINNING TO MAINTAIN ITS 
MOMENTUM,’ [ΕΝ SHOPPING CENTERS, SUBURBS AND HIGHWAYS WERE 
APPEARING ON THE LANDSCAPE, AND SOME OF THE BAD EFFECTS OF 
TRAFFIC CONGESTION. IMPROPER DRAINAGE AND INSUFFICIENT SANITARY 
FACILITIES HAD BEGUN TO BE NOTICED, AT PRESENT IN INDIANA, IT 
15 ESTIMATED THAT 88,000 ACRES OF LAND ARE BEING CONVERTED TO 
URBAN AND TRANSPORTATION USES EACH YEAR. 


THE IDEA OF AREA PLANNING HAS BEEN VERY CONTROVERSIAL 
IN Vico County. AN EXTENSIVE PUBLIC DEBATES OCCURRED IN ΤΗΕ 
NEWSPAPERS, IN PUBLIC MEETINGS AND ON TELEVISION DURING THE 
vEARS 1957 το 1960 as PROPONENTS FOR AREA PLANNING TRIED TO 
HAVE THE LEGISLATION ADOPTED IN VIGO CouNTY, THE ADVANTAGES 
AND THE DISADVANTAGES OF THE NEW LAW WERE ARGUED IN MANY МЕН5- 
PAPER ARTICLES AND LETTERS TO THE EDITORS, 


ESSENTIALLY THE DEBATE CENTERED AROUND THE ISSUE OF 
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REPRESENTATION ON THE COMMISSION THAT WOULD BE ESTABLISHED. 
EVEN THE MOST VOCAL OPPONENTS TO THE AREA PLANNING LAW SAID 
THAT THEY WERE NOT OPPOSED TO PLANNING AND ZONING AS SUCH. 
THE NECESSITY OF PLANNING WAS REALIZED BUT OBJECTIONS TO 
PROVISIONS IN THE LAW GIVING PLAN COMMISSIONS MORE POWER 
THAN THE DULY ELECTED REPRESENTATIVES OF THE PEOPLE WERE 
RAISED, THESE PEOPLE “FEARED THAT BECAUSE THE COMMISSIONERS 
WOULD BE APPOINTED BY ΤΗΕ OFFICIALS OF CITY AND COUNTY 
GOVERNMENT, AND COULD NOT BE REMOVED FROM OFFICE BY THE 
POWER OF THE BALLOT, NO MATTER HOW THEY MIGHT ABUSE THEIR 
AUTHORITY, 


THIS DEBATE RAGED IN THE CITY AND COUNTY COUNCIL MEETINGS, 
In 1959, Mayor RALPH TUCKER VETOED A BILL TO HAVE THE AREA 
PLANNING LAW ENACTED FOR THE City. HE SAID THAT HE AGREED IN 
PRINCIPLE THAT THE LEGISLATION WAS NEEDED, BUT IN HIS VETO 
CITED THE ARGUMENT OF THE PLAN COMMISSIONERS HAVING MORE 
POWER THAN ELECTED OFFICIALS. IN 1960, THE BILL CAME UP 
AGAIN AND WAS ALLOWED TO PASS, BUT THE MAYOR WOULD NOT PUT 
HIS SIGNATURE TO IT. 


IN THE SAME YEAR, THE AREA PLAN COMMISSION WAS FORMED, 
BUT THE CouNTY COUNCIL REFUSED TO APPROPRIATE ANY FUNDS TO 
FINANCE ITS OPERATION. THE COMMISSION SUED THE CouNTY, THE 
CASE WENT ALL THE WAY TO THE STATE SUPREME COURT, THE COuRT 


ORDERED THE CouNTY TO FUND THE COMMISSION. 


THE CONTROVERSY DID NOT SUBSIDE UNTIL CERTAIN PROVISIONS 


OF THE AREA PLANNING LAW WERE AMENDED. THE LAW WAS CHANGED ТО 
ALLOW IN Vico COUNTY THAT THE UNINCORPORATED AREAS BE DIVIDED 

INTO FIVE PLANNING DISTRICTS, AND THAT THE TOWNSHIP TRUSTEE OF 
EACH TOWNSHIP BE ALLOWED TO NOMINATE ONE RESIDENT FREEHOLDER 

OF HIS TOWNSHIP AS A CANDIDATE FOR THE OFFICE OF PLAN COMMISSIONER, 
ALSO. THE LAW WAS AMENDED TO PROVIDE A REFERENDUM ON ZONING 
REGULATIONS BEFORE THEY COULD BECOME LAW. EACH TOWNSHIP COULD 
ACCEPT OR REJECT ANY AND ALL ZONING WITHIN ITS BORDERS. 


THE AREA PLAN COMMISSION DID NOT BEGIN OPERATIONS IN VIGO 
County UNTIL 1967, TEN YEARS AFTER THE LEGISLATION HAD BEEN 
PASSED, IN THAT YEAR AN AREA PLANNING DEPARTMENT WAS ESTABLISHED 


: AND FUNDS APPROPRIATED SO IT COULD OPERATE AS THE STAFF FOR THE 


COMMISSION, 


THE FIRST DIRECTOR OF THE AREA PLANNING DEPARTMENT WAS 
Lee RoBERT MANN, AN ARCHITECT BY TRAINING WHO-HAD WORKED FOR 
THE City ОҒ TERRE HAUTE AS A PLANNER. Мк. MANN PUT TOGETHER A 
STAFF AND BEGAN TO WORK ON THE ENORMOUS PROBLEMS OF PREPARING A 
COMPREHENSIVE PLAN AND A LONG RANGE TRANSPORTATION PLAN FOR 


Vico County. 


IN THE FIVE YEARS BETWEEN 1967 AND 1972 THAT MR. MANN WAS 
DIRECTOR, HE WAS ABLE TO LAY THE GROUNDWORK FOR THE COMPREHENSIVE 
PLAN AND LONG RANGE TRANSPORTATION PLAN WITH THE COMPLETION OF 
MORE THAN 60 MANUALS AND STUDIES COVERING SUCH TOPICS AS A 
POPULATION, FINANCIAL RESOURCES, TRUCK AND RAIL TERMINALS, LAND

USE ANALYSIS AND HOUSEHOLD DATA. ΗΕ TRAINED HIS STAFF TO 

WORK WITH COMPUTERS TO ASSIMULATE THE MOUNTAINS OF INFORMATION 
REQUIRED TO COMPILE THE PLAN, HE WAS ABLE TO HAVE THE CITY OF 
TERRE HAUTE ADOPT A COMPREHENSIVE PLAN AND A NEW ZONING ORDINANCE 
IN 1967 To REPLACE ITS 1925 ORDINANCE., MR, MANN WAS HAMPERED 

IN HIS ATTEMPT TO PREPARE A COMPREHENSIVE PLAN FOR THE COUNTY 

BY VACANCIES ON HIS STAFF. HE HAD DIFFICULTY IN KEEPING 
COMPETENT AND TRAINED PERSONNEL IN THE NECESSARY POSITIONS BE- 
CAUSE OF THE LOW PAY. FANY OF HIS STAFF LEFT TO ACCEPT MORE

In 1972, MR. Јонм HANLEY, A HIGHWAY ENGINEER, REPLACED МЕ. 
Mann As DIRECTOR, UNDER MR. HANLEY'S LEADERSHIP THE DEPARTMENT 
WAS ABLE TO COMPLETE THE LONG RANGE TRANSPORTATION PLAN, AN 
ESSENTIAL ELEMENT IN THE COMPREHENSIVE PLAN, IT was MR, HANLEY'S 
VIEW THAT THE TRANSPORTATION PLAN HAD TO BE COMPLETED SO THAT THE 
COUNTY WOULD REMAIN ELIGIBLE FOR FEDERAL FUNDS TO MAINTAIN AND 
IMPROVE ITS HIGHWAY NETWORK. THE HIGHWAY АсТ oF 1962 PASSED BY 
CONGRESS HAD FORCED THE DIRECTOR INTO THIS DECISION, THAT LAW 
HAD PROVIDED THAT NO FUNDS WOULD BE APPROVED FOR ANY PROJECTS IN 
URBAN AREAS OF MORE THAN 50,000 POPULATION UNLESS THE PROJECTS 
WERE BASED ON LONG RANGE COMPREHENSIVE PLANNING. FACED WITH THE 
SAME PROBLEM OF Мв, MANN OF RETAINING COMPETENT STAFF. Mr. HANLEY 
DECIDED TO USE THE RESOURCES OF THE DEPARTMENT TO COMPLETE THE 
TRANSPORTATION PLAN, RATHER THAN ATTEMPT BOTH AND ACHIEVE NEITHER. 
THE TRANSPORTATION PLAN WAS COMPLETED IN 1978 AND ACCEPTED BY 
THE FEDERAL HIGHWAY ADMINISTRATION AND INDIANA STATE HIGHWAY 
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COMMISSION, THUS CERTIFYING VIGO COUNTY TO RECEIVE FEDERAL

WERE OBTAINED BY THE COUNTY. THE AREA PLANNING DEPARTMENT WAS 
INSTRUMENTAL IN ESTABLISHING THE SEELYVILLE SEWER PROJECT. 

THE DEPARTMENT DETERMINED THE CENSUS TRACT BOUNDARIES OF THE 
CITY AND COUNTY WITH A GRANT FROM THE DEPARTMENT ОҒ HOUSING 
AND URBAN DEVELOPMENT, THE INFORMATION ORGANIZED BY THESE 
TRACTS ARE A GREAT TOOL FOR INDUSTRY AND MARKETING FIRMS iN 
DETERMINING THE RETAIL VALUE OF THE AREA. ІНЕ DEPARTMENT WAS 
RESPONSIBLE FOR HAVING A SOLL SURVEY PREPARED FOR THE COUNTY, 
THIS SURVEY HAS BEEN OF GREAT BENEFIT TO FARMERS, BUILDERS, 
REALTORS AND ROAD ENGINEERS. THE COUNTY WAS PROVIDED WITH 

ITS FIRST MAPPING BY AERIAL PHOTOGRAPHY AS A RESULT OF THE 
DEPARTMENT'S WORK IN THE TRANSPORTATION PLAN, BY THE DEPART- 
MENT'S WORK ON CERTIFYING THE TRANSPORTATION PLAN, 70% OF THE 
COST OF THE IMPROVEMENTS TO DAVIS AVENUE AND LAFAYETTE AVENUE 
WERE PROVIDED BY THE FEDERAL GovERNMENT, THE DEPARTMENT HELPED 
PROVIDE THE CITY WITH NEW MAST-ARM TRAFFIC SIGNALS. A BRIDGE 
SURVEY WAS PROVIDED TO THE COUNTY, ALONG WITH A COMPLETE STREET

INFORMATION HAS BEEN MADE AVAILABLE TO THE CITIZENS OF VIGO 
CouNTY AS A RESULT OF THE ESTABLISHMENT OF THE AREA PLAN Сом- 
MISSION AND AREA PLANNING DEPARTMENT: 


In 1979 PAUL SMITH, STAFF MEMBER OF THE DEPARTMENT FOR 
SEVEN YEARS, WAS APPOINTED DIRECTOR AFTER HR, HANLEY'S RETIRE- 
MENT, WITH THE TRANSPORTATION PLAN COMPLETED BY MR, ΗΑΝΙΕΥ, MR, 
SMITH TURNED HIS ATTENTION TO THE COMPREHENSIVE PLAN, PLAGUED

THE FALL or 1979, FIVE PROPOSALS HAD BEEN SUBMITTED. THE CoM- 
MISSION SET ITSELF TO THE TASK OF INTERVIEWING THESE FIRMS. 
SEVERAL MONTHS OF INTERVIEWS AND PUBLIC HEARING ENSUED. 


AT THE BEGINNING ОҒ 1980, THE FIRM HuRST-ROSCHE WAS SELECTED

A NOTE ON THE COVER: 


Kingdoms and towns, tribes and clans, nations and provinces, 
all have tried to express their identity in coats-of-arms, banners 
and flags. A flag is an emblem of a peoples' traditions. A flag 
еуФкев. the character of a unique place on earth. 


Vigo County is a land carved by glaciers, its soils the sedi- 
ment of an ancient river. On these soils have lived Miami Indians, 
French trappers, traders from New England, and farmers from Virginia. 
In designing this cover, Lanny J. Thomas and Robert Baer have tried 
to evoke some of the history and character of Vigo County and its 
incorporated towns and city. An explanation of -thé. flags follows. 


Vigo County Flag: The white cross on the shield represents the 
rthplace of Colonel Francis Vigo in Mondovi, Italy, then a part 
of the Kingdom of Sardinia, ruled by the House of Savoy. This is 
the insignia of that ruling family. The white quarter represents 
the Wabash River, in reference to the Miami tribe word “Wabash” 
which meant "white", referring to the sparkling limestone deposits 
in the water. The blue field represents the Commonwealth of 
Virginia, birthplace of George Rogers Clark, soldier of the Revo- 
lution, who was assisted by Colonel Francis Vigo in the capture 
of Vincennes, represented by the fleur-de-lis. The twelve stars 
in a circle represent the twelve townships in Vigo County. The 
Circle pattern is reminiscent of the Revolutionary Flag of 1776. 


Terre Haute Flag: The Fleur-de-lis represents the French who gave 
the city its name, meaning "High Land". The fleur-de-lis are 


arranged to point to the four cardinal directions of the compass, 
to represent Terre Haute as the Crossroads of the Nation. 


West Terre Haute Flag: The fleur-de-lis represents the battle 
Of Vincennes which Colonel Francis. Vigo helped George Rogers Clark 
win. The white quarter represents the Wabash River, referring to 


the Miami Indian word. The blue field represents the Commonwealth 
of Virginia, birthplace of George Rogers Clark. 


Riley Flag: The Town of Riley used to be called "Lockport" be- 
cause it was located on the Erie Canal. The horse and oar banner 
evokes those days when horses pulled barges along that famous 
canal. 


Seelyville Flag: The single star represents the Town of Seelyville 
in Lost Creek Township. The white stripe represents Lost Creek, 


which flows through the township. 
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A MESSAGE FROM THE EXECUTIVE DIRECTOR 


Since I became Executive Director of the Area Planning 
Department in July of 1980, my primary goal has been to in- 
volve the department in more planning activities and put less 
stress on routine activities such as subdivision applications 
and zoning requests. These procedural activities are an im- 
portant part of our job, but they should not be the primary 
function. We should be working cooperatively with other 
governmental agencies to plan ahead, to anticipate problems, 
and devise solutions so that the taxpayers are not made to 
pay for repairs and improvements that could have been avoided 


or scheduled in a more cost-efficient manner. I wish to have 


this department known as a service agency rather than a 
regulatory agency. 
| This primary goal is being accomplished. Іп December of 
1980, the County Council approved an appropriation of $72,500 
to allow the Area Plan Commission to hire a Consultant to pre- 
| pare a Comprehensive Plan for Vigo County. In that month, the 
County Commissioners signed a contract with Stanley Consultants 
T to prepare the Comprehensive Plan. The long-awaited plan is now 
being prepared. It is expected to be completed in early 1982. 
I have placed considerable importance on the completion of 
the revisions to the Subdivision Control Ordinance. I have 
worked with Phil Kesner, Subdivision Planner, the Area Plan 


Commission, Homebuilders, Land Surveyors, Attorneys, and many 
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other interested parties to complete these important revisions. 
I hope that the new document will be in effect by the Spring | 
of 1981. 

The approval of the Comprehensive Plan contract and the | 
completion of the revisions to the Subdivision Control Ordinance 
have established the Area Plan Commission and the Area Planning 
Department in the role of the primary planning agency for Vigo 
County. I hope that we can maintain this position in the up- 
coming months as the Comprehensive Plan is completed and the 


Department and Commission are charged with implementing it.

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PLANNING AND ZONING 

The most important planning activity by the Area Plan 
Commission and Area Planning Department in 1980 was the negotia- 
tions with several consulting firms for a contract to prepare a 
Comprehensive Plan for Vigo County. However, the Commission 
and Department also devoted time to many other projects. This 


report will explain the major planning activities of 1980. 


Comprehensive Plan 

The Area Plan Commission made a request of the County Council 
in November 1980 to use $72,500 from its non-reverting fund to 
hire Stanley Consultants to prepare a Comprehensive Plan for Vigo 
County. The County Council approved this request on December 19, 
1980, 

This action by the County Council brought to a close a three 
year process by the Commission to launch its comprehensive planning 
program. During this period, three directors stood at the helm of 
the Area Planning Department. The process to prepare the plan 
made it apparent to the Commission and its staff the great variety 
of duties imposed upon the planning department. Many discussions 
within the Commission and the Department resulted from the attempts 
to make the Department's resources meet these tasks. Also, the 
process revealed the “considerable influence of civic groups оп 
the formation of pubiic policy. 

The Area Planning Department was deeply involved in trans- 


portation planning and the review of subdivision applications in 


the Spring of 1977 when civic groups such as the Committee for 


Area Progress and the League of Women Voters began to suggest 


publicly that a Comprehensive Plan and Zoning Ordinance for 


Vigo County was overdue. In newspaper articles, radio editorials 


The 


and meetings the issue of county-wide zoning was discussed. 


Terre Haute Chamber of Commerce and the West Central Indiana 


Economic Development District also expressed their support for 


a county plan and zoning ordinance. The Area Plan Commission 


had originally been formed in 1967 as the result of the efforts 


of the Committee for Area Progress to get funding for the sewer 


extension to Seelyville. So it was natural that this organization 


would be concerned about the activities of the Area Plan Com- 


Mission. 


Initially, upon its foundation in 1967, the Area Planning 


But 


Department had begun preparations for a comprehensive plan. 


the pressure of other duties diverted its attention. 


Most pressing of these duties was the preparation of the 


1995 Long Range Transportation Plan which Congress had required 


(Highway Act 1962) as necessary before communities such as Terre 


Haute would be eligible to receive federal matching funds for 


transportation improvements. 


Another duty was the review of subdivision plats as required 


by the Subdivision Control Ordinance. In 1973, the Area Plan 


Commission had prepared this ordinance in compliance with the 


Indiana Planning Law. Between 1973 and 1980, the Area Plan Com- 


mission was to review more than 500 applications for subdivisions. 


It was not without apprehension, therefore, that the Com- 


mission and the Department began in 1977 to consider the effort 


involved in preparing a Comprehensive Plan and Zoning Ordinance 
for the County. 

In the first phase of the program, which lasted from the 
Spring of 1977 until the Autumn of 1978, the Area Planning Depart- 
ment prepared maps of each township which showed the existing land 
uses. The Department also began conducting meetings in the town- 
ships to learn the opinions of the residents concerning planning 
and zoning. 

The second phase of the program began once the 1995 Trans- 
portation Plan was completed. Paul Smith became Executive Director 
upon the resignation of John Hanley. This phase lasted from Jan- 
uary till July of 1979 as Smith attempted to use the existing 
staff to prepare the plan. In April of that year there were five 
vacancies on the staff of the Department, and it was becoming 
apparent that the Department did not have the resources to pre- 
pare the plan. 

The third and final phase began in July 1979 when Smith 
directed Land Use Planner Mark Manwaring to contact various con- 
sulting firms to submit proposals to prepare the plan. After 
receiving several proposals and conducting interviews with five 
consulting firms, the Commission accepted the Hurst-Rosche firm 
to prepare a contract in December of 1979. 

By March of 1980 this firm had not submitted a contract and 
there were newspaper articles printed which questioned this firm's 
qualifications to do the plan. In April this firm withdrew from 
contract negotiations. The Commission then selected Stanley 


Consultants to prepare a contract. 
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In June 1980 Paul Smith resigned as Executive Director. 
Gary Brett replaced him in July. During the summer and fall of 
the year the contract negotiations proceeded slowly as the Area 
Plan Commission, the County Commissioners and the County Council 
all were advised by Stanley Consultants of the provisions of the 
contract. When all the parties were satisfied of the terms, the 
contract was submitted to the County Council for a vote at an 
Open meeting. There was a lengthy discussion at this meeting 
concerning the advantages and disadvantages of planning and 
zoning at this Council meeting. After the discussion, the 
Council voted to approve the request for appropriations for 
the plan. 

Stanley Consultants and the Area Planning Department are 
currently preparing the Comprehensive Plan. 

(A chronology of events related to the Comprehensive Plan 


is included in Appendix E). 


Rezoning Petitions, Zoning Appeals and Zoning Inquiries 
On January 11, 1979, the Terre Haute Common Council passed 


Special Ordinance No. 67, 1978 which eliminated the City Plan 


Commission and conferred its duties upon the Area Plan Commission. 


Since that time the Area Plan Commission has made recommendations 


Оп rezoning petitions affecting property in Terre Haute. 

In 1980 the staff reviewed 32 rezoning petitions, preparing 
aerial photos, reports, on-site inspections, and, in some cases, 
diagrams, to explain the petitions to the Commission. (These 


rezoning petitions are listed in Appendix C). 
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The staff also reviewed 34 applications to the Board of 
zoning Appeals, as required by ordinance. The staff prepared 
aerial photos and reports concerning these applications for the 
Board. 

The staff responded to more than 500 zoning inquiries from 
government agencies, realtors, lawyers, developers and private 


citizens. 


Many of the zoning inquiries received by the department are 
concerned with the zoning classification of particular pieces 
ОЁ property. In order to aid the City Building Inspection Depart- 
ment and lawyers and realtors, the staff prepared a document which 
identified the location of all the 308 rezoning petitions filed 
between 1968 and 1979. This document, entitled Rezoning Petitions 
1968-1979, provides an abstract of each petition, including the 
Plan Commission recommendation; Council action; names of petition- 
ers, attorneys and Council sponsor; and descriptions by lot numbers 
and subdivision of the properties affected by the petitions. This 
Manual has reduced considerably the time involved in researching 
the exact zoning classifications for particular properties. 

Another frequent zoning inquiry concerns the steps involved 
in requesting a rezoning in Terre Haute. At the request of the 
Mayor and the City Building Inspection Department, the staff 
prepared a pamphlet entitled How To Request a Rezoning. The 
staff has distributed these pamphlets to several departments at 
the City Hall and has made them available to the branches of 


the Vigo County Public Library. This pamphlet has also reduced 
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the amount of time the staff must take in explaining rezoning 
procedures. 

The staff compiled the 23 amendments to the Terre Haute 
Zoning Ordinance passed by the City Council since 1967 and 
printed them in a new zoning text. The staff presented this 
revised zoning text to the City Council in August of 1980. 

The staff continues to compile all new amendments and is work- 
ing on another revised text of the Zoning Ordinance to keep the 


Council and the public aware of all the changes in the Ordinance, 


Wabash Centre 

The staff reviewed the Department of Redevelopment's pro- 
posals for development in downtown Terre Haute. The staff pre- 
pared a map showing the zoning classification of the area to be 
included in the development project and wrote a report outlining 
the zoning provisions that would affect the development. 

The staff has also done research for the Department of Re- 
development concerning various ordinances passed by the City 
Council and County Commissioners regarding planning and zoning 


which would affect the downtown project. 


Turnkey Housing and Site Recovery Program 

During 1980 the staff reviewed 120 parcels of land for the 
Terre Haute Housing Authority's Project IN 12-7 for subsidized 
housing. The staff reviewed the parcels to see if they complied 
with the provisions of the Terre Haute Zoning Ordinance and the 


Subdivision Control Ordinance. The staff made aerial photos 
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marking the sites, conducted on-site inspections, drew site 


plans and made several reports to the Housing Authority detail- 
ing the provisions of the ordinance which would affect the sites. 

The staff also assisted the Department of Redevelopment in 
the preparation of the Site Recovery Program. This program is 
intended to encourage development of vacant lots within the City 
of Terre Haute. 

In the process of reviewing the sites for the Housing Author- 
ity and the Department of Redevelopment, the staff became aware 
of several provisions of the Zoning Ordinance concerning minimum 
lot sizes and building setbacks which tended to discourage devel- 
opment on these vacant lots in the City. The staff drafted three 
ordinances to amend the Zoning Ordinance to alleviate some of 


these problems. 


Revisions to Indiana Planning Law 

The staff reviewed the revisions to the Indiana Planning Law 
proposed by State Planning Services and the Local Government Study 
Cammission. These revisions would clarify some of the language of 
the planning law and eliminate as many instances of special legis- 
lation (laws affecting only certain areas) as possible. The staff 
sent comments on the revisions to State Planning Services. 

The major impact of the Indiana Planning Law, as presently 
set forth, upon Vigo County would be the change in the character 
of the Area Plan Commission. Since Vigo County's population, 


according to the 1980 Census, has fallen below the 112,000 figure 


set forth in the planning law, the Area Plan Commission would 
lose its present system in selecting representatives. 

Currently the County is divided into five districts. The 
Township Trustee of each Township nominates one resident free- 
holder of the Township as a candidate for the office of Planning 
Commissioner. The County Commissioners appoint one resident free- 
holder from each planning district to serve as a citizen member 
оп the Area Plan Commission. Unless the County Commissioners, 
City Council and Town Boards pass an ordinance adopting this 
form of selecting representatives as the permanent form in Vigo 
County, the Area Plan Commission will no longer be permitted 
this format in Vigo County. 

The staff suggested to the State Planning Services that the 
format in Vigo County be adopted state-wide, but this suggestion 
was rejected. The staff presented a report of the revisions 
affecting Vigo County to the Area Plan Commission. The Indiana 
Legislature is currently considering the revisions proposed by 
the State Planning Service and the Local Government Study Соп-

SUBDIVISION PLANNING 


Phil Kesner was hired as Subdivision Planner in August 1980, 
replacing Gary Brett, who became Executive Director. Phil had 
previously worked in the Graphics Department. 

The primary goal of the Subdivision Planner in 1980 was to 
assist the Executive Director in revising the Subdivision Control 
Ordinance of 1973. 

The revision of the Subdivision Control Ordinance was focused 
on six main topics. 

1) The definition of the word "subdivision" was revised so 
as to exclude certain divisions of land (such as adjustments of 
lot lines) because these divisions were not important in the plann- 
ing process. 

2) A new chapter entitled, "Certificate of Compliance" was 
proposed. This chapter would permit a division of land into two 
tracts which created buildable lots, but allow the application to 
be approved by the Executive Director instead of the Commission. 
This chapter was designed to reduce some administrative delays on a 
division of land which otherwise met the standards for development 
set by the ordinance. 

3) New provisions were included to regulate non-dedicated 
private roads. These provisions attempt to protect buyers of 
property in subdivisions by insuring that the roads will be main- 
tained, and by setting forth who is to be responsible for the 
Maintenance of the roads. 


4) The entire ordinance was reorganized into a more logical 
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format. More definitions were added to clarify the ordinance. 

5) The staff researched the planning law to make the cita- 
tions match the current Indiana Code instead of Burns Statutes. 

6) New provisions were included to clarify the requirements 
for bonding of the facilities to be provided in the subdivisions. 

The Subdivision Planner was also occupied by routine duties 
such as review of subdivisions, assigning addresses and the issuing 
of building clearance slips. (A list of the subdivisions approved 


in 1980 is included in Appendix B).

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TRANSPORTATION 


William Peters and his staff were unable to do any long 
range transportation planning in 1980 because of an audit. Con- 
siderable timé was spent during the year in answering requests 
for further information for the audit report. This office is 
currently awaiting resolution of this report. 

The Metropolitan Planning Organization was given history 
concerning the preparation of the transportation plan.  Repre- 
sentation was also maintained on both the Transportation Tech- 
nical and Policy Committees. 

Since little time was required by the transportation study, 
the transportation division was able to become more involved in 
local activities. Three hundred and fifty-five (355) automatic 
traffic count stations were operated this year. In addition, 
twenty-three (23) turn movement surveys were taken to identify 
peak demand hours and vehicle classifications. Also two (2) 
pedestrian movement surveys were conducted in and around school 
zones Upon request.’ Site Location Maps showing intersections 
and areas which were monitored can be found on pages 18 and 19. 

Several intersections and areas were studies to identify 
problems which could be corrected by low cost improvements: 

7th Street & Davis Avenue 

8th Street & 9th Street one-way corridor 
Voorhees Street 

Selected City and County Parks 

L&N Railroad Crossing at 105 Avenue

These areas are among many which were studied. They are mentioned 
specifically because a great deal more than traffic volume informa- 
tion was prepared in their review. 

A great many local government agencies and departments re- 
quested information on traffic. The following are some which 
made repeated requests: 

1. City Engineer's Office 

2. County Engineer's Office 

3. Air Pollution Control 

4. Vigo County Commissioners 

5, City Council 

6. Railroad-Highway Crossing Studies 
7. City Park Department 

Traffic volume information was also provided to the public 
including: consulting firms, market research groups, the news 
media, industries, commercial establishments, etc. The data 
gathering procedures of this division received special attention 
including control checks to improve accuracy, a quick response 
file to make data more easily accessible, more supervision of the 
data gathering itself, and a redesigning of the traffic volume 
recorder sheets to better reflect departmental needs. 

The department's library was completely refiled and an index 
prepared improving access. А system of filing maps was also com- 
pleted and an index prepared for it. 

In accident studies, many intersections and road segments 
were investigated for high hazard indexes. An accident study was 


also produced for U.S. 40 (Wabash Avenue) and 17th Street upon

request of the Indiana State Highway Commission, Crawfordsville 
District. 

The staff worked to provide better service under adverse 
conditions and, as a result, the volume counting program was 
able to be continued throughout the year. 

Since the 1980 Census was conducted, awareness of the infor- 
mation has been heightened. Numerous requests were received for 
information from governmental agencies and the public. A special 
effort was made by this division to provide data to support the 
Mayor's office in its controversy with preliminary indications 
provided by the Bureau of the Census. The Census files were also 
collected and filed in a separate office within the transportation 
division to improve the accessibility and working conditions.

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RAILROAD-HIGHWAY INTERSECTION PROJECTS 
Overpass Project RR-T-999(1) 
US-41 & CONRAIL at Tippecanoe Street 
The Field Inspection of the overpass Site was conducted in 
February 1980, This was followed by the Public Hearing in April 


1980, during which the Consultant presented the Combined Location- 
Design for review and discussion, 


Although all present at the hearing agreed to the need for , 
an overpass there were some objections and criticism of Alter- 
nate А-1 which had been recommended by the Consulting Engineers 
and approved by the Terre Haute Board of Public Works and Safety 
as well as the Railroad-Highway Crossings Demonstration Projects 
Steering Committee, 


(Alternate А-1 called for earthen embankments in three quad- 
rants with a retained wall inthe Southwest Quadrant. Property 
acquisitions included five commercial business or 2.9 acres at 
an estimated cost of $828,700 in 1978 dollars. The total cost 
for Alternate А-1 was estimated at 4.8 million 1978 dollars. 


In early July 1980, the Consulting Engineers, Hurst-Rosche 
of Indiana, Inc,, submitted to the Indiana State Highway Com- 
mission a new Alternate which called for an ELEVATED STRUCTURE 
in the present right-of-way. Pursuant to the Indiana State High- 
way Commission's request, a meeting was held in August 1980 at 
Indianapolis, Indiana, to review and discuss the plans for the 
new overpass concept.

During the meeting the new elevated structure met with dis- 
approval because of higher initial costs, long term maintenance 
requirements and the eventual need for an overlay to restore the 
bridge deck, The general consensus of opinions expressed by 
Indiana State Highway Commission and the Federal Highway Adminis- 
tration was that Alternate A should be selected based on economic 
and environmental considerations, 


(Alternate A involved earthen embankments in all four quad- 
rants. Property takings amounted to 3.5 acres and included seven 
commercial buildings and one residence at an approximate cost of 
1.15 million dollars, The total cost of Alternate A amounted to 
4.0 million dollars based on 1978 prices).

In correspondence dated September 1980, the Consulting En- 
gineers informed the Indiana State Highway Commission that they 
would proceed with the completion of the Combined-Location-Design 
Study Report, utilizing Alternate A but that certain modifications 
would be necessary. By mid-September 1980 the Indiana State High- 
way Commission agreed to the Consultant's proposals but stipulated 
the Federal Highway Administration desired a reevaluation of the 
right-of-way acquisitions. 
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The necessary modifications and property reevaluations 
were completed and submitted to the Indiana State Highway Com- 
mission on November 24, 1980 with the approval of the Terre Haute 
Board of Public Works and Safety. Hopefully, the Indiana State 
Highway Commission's comments on Alternate A-Revised will be re- 
ceived by late February 1981 in order that the Terre Haute Board 
of Public Works and Safety might request the Consultant to pre- 
pare a man-hour study and then proceed with the final design 
contract.

The year of 1986 was a successful year of cooperation 
between the Area Planning Department and other groups in the 
county. The Planning Department finalized a multi-color road map 


of Terre Haute and Vigo County. This map took many months to 
complete. Numerous meetings were held with Multiple Listing 
Association members to review the map for accuracy. Without the 


help and agreement from the Multiple Listing Association to 
purchase а large quantity of these maps, it would have been 
impossible for the Planning Department to complete this project. 


The department has cooperated with the Alliance for Growth 
and Progress concerning marketing the county’s 1,500 acre site 
and in promoting downtown redevelopment. We have also cooperated 
with the Department of Redevelopment in their efforts to 
redevelop downtown and pursue the building of a parking garage. 


We have cooperated with the Chamber of Commerce on numerous 
projects that they have undertaken, guch as, Terre Awards, 
beautification projects, transportation studies, and economic 
development. 


We have extended our services to help the County Surveyor 
and the Drainage Board to develop an overall drainage plan for 
Vigo County. This cooperation will be given considerable time 
and manpower to ensure its success in 1987. 


We have spent many man hours to help the Soil Conservation 
Service's efforts in studying the Honey Creek-Thompson Ditch 
flooding problems. 


The Graphics Division cooperated with General Telephone 
Company in producing а map of interesting places in Terre Haute 
for their new 1987 Telephone Directory (see page 20 of the 
directory). 


We want Terre Haute and Vigo County to grow in а positive 
manner. I feel this can not be done unless all agencies involved 
work  cooperatively together. I want to show that not only have 
we cooperated with other agencies but the other agencies have 
cooperated with us at every opportunity that they could.

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8 --- TRANSPORTATION 


The Transportation Division maintains 13 MR101B traffic 
counters and 5 JR traffic counters for the purpose of counting 
the number of vehicles utilizing our county and city streets. On 
top of counting vehicles by machines, the Transportation Division 
studies problem intersections and recommends possible solutions. 
The study of a problem area consists of traffic counts, turn 
movements, and speed checks; physical features of the problem 
area are identified including location and type of traffic signs. 
During this study we also identify possible points of conflicts 
and irregular movements, and review the accident history. Once 
the study is completed and all data is compiled, a review of the 
Manual Qn Uniform Traffic Control Devices is done and final 
recommendations are made. 


The Transportation Division participates in the 
Transportation Committees of the Chamber, Alliance, and West 
Central Indiana Economic Development District. 


The Transportation Division’s activities centered around 
city and county department requests. An important part of any 
urban or rural transportation study consists of traffic volume 
count information. This information can be defined as being the 
actual counted traffic volume, adjusted for the time period or 
seasonal variations for a particular section of a street or 
highway. Traffic volume data is a most important part of the 
data file to he developed during a transportation study. Traffic 
volume data ін used to support various traffic signs and signals, 
and other planning activities for possible future business 
establishments. 


During the calendar year 1986, the Transportation Division 
was requested to do a number of different types of count 
studies. These меге: 


299 traffic count stations. ( A traffic count station is any 
intersection or road segment which traffic was counted 
manually or by machine. ) 


Of these 299 traffic counts 108 were volume count stations. 
(А volume count station is where the road tube covers ail 
lanes, counting traffic going in both directions.) 


158 were directional count stations. (А directional count 
station ін where the road tube covers only the lane going 
into the intersection. ) 


33 were manual verification stations. Manual verification 
in these studies is called turn movement, which consists of 
manually counting the vehicles as they enter the 


intersection and continue in one direction. 


39 manual verification stations were completed оп the 


stations done by machines. A total of 157 intersections and 
road segments were studied in 1986. An Intersection is a 
joining or crossing of two roads. A Road Segment is a small 
strip of road between two Intersections. 


Site location maps showing intersections and road segments 
which were monitored can be found on pages 5-4 and 5-5.

Traffic volume data was also made available to the public, 
including market research firms, private consultants, the news 
media, industrial and commercial establishments, realtors, etc. 


Activities in the Transportation Department have greatly 
increased over the past three years. For example, in 1983 the 
department studied 87 intersections and road segments, in 1984 
69, in 1985 122, and in 1986 157 intersections and road segments. 
This is an increase of nearly 30 percent over last year. 


The Transportation, Graphics, and Printing divisions have 
completed updating the City and County Street and Road Index. 


The Transportation Division has also continued updating of the 
department’s accident files which are to be cross-referenced with 


the City and County Street and Road Index. To eliminate any 
duplication of service, the Area Planning Department and West 
Central have agreed to share data collected. Area Planning 


collects data for the unincorporated areas of the county and West 
Terre Haute and West Central collects Terre Haute data. 


The Vigo County Area Planning Department's Transportation 
Division has been conducting an ongoing Village Commuter Study 
Program which was completed in the Spring of 1986. The data from 
this study will help to determine which roads are used most іп 
traveling to апа from the villages in the county. The study 
will be used to revise the county's Thoroughfare Plan, and for 
commuter studies. The department also provided traffic counters 
to the County Parke Department for use in monitoring the parks. 
We assisted in training personnel in use of equipment апа 
provided service and repairs to the equipment. 
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Other activities of this division included working with the 
Railroad and Graphics Divisions on updating and computerizing the 
City and county railroad data. 


The Transportation Division has completed the last phase to 
Β major study requested by Indiana State University 
Administration and Security Police. The first phase of this 
study included traffic counts, turn movements, and pedestrian 
studies from Cherry Street to Tippecanoe Street and 3rd Street to 
9th Street, taking in the direct campus area in the fall of 1985. 
In the last phase, volume and directional traffic counts меге 
taken from Wabash Avenue to Poplar Street and 3rd Street to 9th 
Street, taking in the surrounding areas in the Spring of 1986. 
Indiana State University used much of this data in developing 


their new Master Development Plan. 


The Transportation Division has also completed major studies 
surrounding the U.S. 41 and I-70 area, S.R. 46 and I-70, S.R. 


46 and U.S. 40, S.R. 46 and S.R. 42. 
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6 --- RAILROAD-HIGHWAY INTERSECTION PROJECTS 


Тһе Railroad-Highway Section ін responsible for initiating 
action to improve safety at those public grade crossings where 
significant train-vehicle conflicts exist. 


After the potentially hazardous intersections are 
identified, applications to the Federal Highway 
Administration/Indiana Department of Highways (FHA/IDOH) are 
prepared for federal funding assistance to alleviate the 
existing conflicts. Said applications are then submitted to the 
local governmental officials for approval and signature. 


Briefly, the applications for funding assistance must 


include: the work proposed; an estimated cost; any history of 
accidents; sight distances; train and vehicular traffic and other 
pertinent data. Generally, projects are funded on the basis of 


90% federal and 10% local funds. 


While the railroads do not contribute towards a project's 


cost they prepare and submit the necessary Preliminaray 
Engineering and Cost details to the FHA/IDOH and perform 
construction on all authorized projects.

necessary to maintain close cooperation with not only railroad 
personnel but also with members of the Local Assistance Division 
of the IDOH.

7 --- SUBDIVISIONS 


The Subdivision Planner’s primary responsibility is toa 
administer the Subdivision Control Ordinance for Vigo County. 
Тһів involves a technical review of plats or property divisions 


intended for residential development. On-site physical 
inapections of the property is also a required рагі of .the 
review. In addition, this position has the responsibility of 


assigning new addresses throughout the county; issuing clearance 
Blips determining whether septic and residential building permits 
may be issued, or if the property is subject to provisions in the 
Flood Hazard Ordinance; as well as other various office duties. 


During 1986 the slow economy continued to play a major role 
in determining the size and number of subdivision applications 
received by this office. The staff received the same number of 
applications ав in 1985; however, the total number of lots 
decreased from one hundred three (103) to just forty five (45). 
The bulk of the applications were for small single family type 
&aubdiviaions ranging fram ane to four lotea. This type of 
property division was also reflected by the increased use of the 
Certificate of Compliance procedure. Eighteen (18) applications 
were filed in 1985 ак compared to twenty five (25) in 1986. The 
majority of these applications were approved by the Executive 
Director and, therefore, helped reduce the time involved with the 
approval process for the applicant. 


The total number of building permit clearance slips issued 
for residential development in 1986 increased by twenty (20) over 
1985 (145 in 1985 vs. 165 in 1986). This shows а continued rise 
in new residential construction since 1981. Ав in 1985, the bulk 
of new residential building took place in Honey Creek апа Lost 
Creek Townships. 


The Subdivision Planner was involved in a number of 
activities and educational programs in an effort to continue to 
provide the public with up-to-date information and effective 


planning procedures for platting and developing property. In 
addition to this, we again were involved with an exhibit at the 
1986 Home Show, distributing brochures about residential 


development procedures and site planning recommendations, as well 
ag answering questions concerning the Area Planning Department. 
This is done primarily to help make the public become more aware 
of the services provided by our department and our willingness to 
help then. 


A considerable amount of time wag spent this year finalizing 
the revisions to the Subdivision Control Ordinance for the Vigo 
County Area. The revisions are scheduled for hearings next year 
in order that they may be adopted and made part of the ordinance. 


In addition to the activities and services mentioned earlier 
in this report, we continued to assist the County Resource 
Conservationist in conducting on-site inspections, and worked 
closely with the local realtors, builders, and homeowners 
helping them to come up with working solutions for dividing 
property, dealing with water problems, and drainage problems, as 
well as other land use related difficulties. Requests for these 
types of assistance has risen from year to year as more of .the 
various agencies and the public become aware of the services 


provided by our department.

The Board of Zoning Appeals consists of five (5) members 
appointed by the Mayor. Meetings are held on the first Monday of 
each month at 9:00 А.М. in the Mayor’s Conference Room, Third 
Floor, City Hall.

10 --- GRAPHICS DIVISION 


The primary purpose of the Graphics Division of the Vigo 
County Area Planning Department is the creation and maintenance 
of an extensive library of таре, graphs and other drawn 
materials, to be used by the citizens of Vigo County and other 
governmental agencies. 


It is the objective of the Graphics Division to be of 
service to the general public, and to work cooperatively with any 
individual or group that wishes to involve themselves іп the 
betterment of the county. Therefore, it was the pleasure of the 
division to work closely with Al Smith and the Alliance for 
Growth and Progress, Keith Ruble of the Vigo County Parks 
Department, John Hanley and the Board of Election Commission, 
Mayor Pete Chalos and the City of Terre Haute. Also, Jim Jenkins 
of the Vigo County Sheriff's Department, Larry Smith of the Vigo 
County Engineers, and the Vigo County Commissioners, to name a 
few. 


The United States Bureau of the Census approved the Vigo 
County Planning Department's Graphics Division as an 
informational resource center for the 1990 census. Several 
projects were undertaken during 1986 in this area. The division 
worked closely with the Bureau supplying them with information 
on any city and county boundary changes, copies of maps, and 
other related documents. The Graphics division will continue 
this effort through the 1990 census. 


Because of the computerization of the Vigo County Area 
Planning Department, the Graphics Division has compiled а road 
index which will make it easier ta locate aver 2,000 roads by 
name, number and subdivision. The new road index, old county 
maps, and subdivision atlas are continuely being reviewed and 
updated to meet the needs of the department and the general 
public. It is the goal of the Area Planning Department to 
establish the Graphics Division as the agency who has апа 
maintains the most up-to-date county road maps.

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Ideas On Land Use Planning in Vigo County 


Drao B. JK. anton 


The following are some of my ideas on what should be accomplished 
through land use planning in Vigo County. This statement cites objectives 
which, if adopted, would be supported by a written plan, prepared in 
considerable detail, and enforced by an ordinance designed to implement 
Programs and procedures by governmental units, citizens organizations, 
agricultural, commercial, and industrial interests to accomplish these 
objectives, 

A basic need to obtain the implementation of an effective planning 
effort in Vigo County is a statement of policy acceptable to all agencies, 
organizations and economic interests. Necessarily quite general in concept, 
such a policy can and should provide the guidelines within which planning 
is accomplished and plans may be adopted, modified, or rejected by com- 


Tunity decision makers. 


The objectives to be achieved through land use planning are: 


1) to encourage sound economic development which will obtain maximum 
utilization of the resources of the County; 


2) to encourage growth in employment by providing a desirable en- 
vironment for agricultural, industrial, and commercial enterprises 
in accord with the advantages present in the County; 


3) to protect the tax base of the County by encouraging a development 
pattern which enhances property values in adjacent land tracts 
and does not permit deyelopment which will detract from the value 
of present investment. 


4) to provide a desirable environment for the construction and 
maintenance of commercial, industrial, and residential areas in 
the County; and, 
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5) то provide the bases for development of public capital improvement 
programs which will permit local governments to more efficiently 
provide desired public services.

To encourage sound economic. development which will obtain maximum 


utilization of the resources of the County.

Seventy per cent (70%) of the land in Vigo County is identified 

as prime agricultural land. Production from this land contributes 
significantly to the agri-business economy of the County. The 
Vigo County Soil and Water Conservation District Board has adopted 
a land use policy which recognizes the need to protect this land 
and its use ir agricultural production. 


Water 


Ground water - Certain areas of this County are abundantly supplied 
with ground water; other areas of the County have very limited 
supplies of this subsurface resource. Surface development, com- 
mercial, industrial, and residential, should be encouraged which 
will more effectively utilize this resource. Likewise, development 
which requires use of this ground water resource should be restrict- 
ed in those areas where this resource supply is not sufficient for 
the demands which may be placed upon it. 


Surface water - significant supplies of surface water are available 
in Vigo County and additional supplies can be made available through 
appropriate development, The Soil Conservation Service has pre- 
sented in the Wabash Basin Report the potential for water develop- 
ment in all of the watersheds in the County. A review cf this 
potential for development must be considered in the Vigo County Land 
Use Plan. 


Coal 


This is a major resource in the County, both in present use and in 
the potential for future development. Large reserves exist in seams 
potentially strippable as well as in seams at depths which require 
shaft mining or other recovery methods. The County Land Use Plan 
should encourage development of this resource by restricting 

surface development above strippable reserves to such surface utili- 
zation as will be compatible with eventual recovery of these resource 


In operation, the planning process should encourage investigation of 
our deep coal reserves to determine the potential for utilization 
of this resource through other recovery techniques. 


D) Sand and Gravel 


The widespread distribution and abundant volume of this resource 
identifies a relatively minor need for concern over factors in 
development. However, the plan should encompass provisions for 
encouraging development of those areas from which sand and gravel 
is removed. Appropriate planning is needed to insure that loss 
in tax valuation, neighborhood deterioration, and unsightly scars 
in the landscape аге not the aftermath of this resource use oper- 


ation. 
E) Forest 


Large areas of this County are covered by trees and additional 
acreages with other woody growth. On significant acreages this 
vegetation provides the-cover essential to control erosion thus 
protecting these land surfaces, inhibiting further deterioration 
of surface waters, and protecting surfaces and surface development 
on adjacent lower elevations. The quality and productivity of 

our forests is far inferior to the potential which is capable on 
these acres. The County Land Use Plan should encourage more 
efficient use of these areas while maintaining the stabilizing 
effect of this vegetation on the land surfaces so occupied. 


F) Petroleum 


Although Vigo County has not been a high producing area, oil wells 
exist over a considerable area of the County. Production has been 
declining under present methods of recovery but considerable amounts 
of the petroleum reserve remain in the producing strata. The County 
Plan must recognize and provide for the further recovery of this 
resource by methods nct yet in common usc. 

Ample evidence exists that present usage of the land surface has resulted 
in deterioration and/or pollution in both the surface and subsurface re- 
sources of this County. The County Plan must recognize this loss in economic 
potential either through termination of use of the resource or resource areas 
or as an added cost for re-development of the resource reserve. The Plan 
must cite the need for controls on new development in presently built-up 
areas and on land use change in presently under-developed areas which will 


prevent further resource deterioration and may result in improvement in 


resource quality and aveilability. 
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Objective II. 

To encourage growth in employment by providing a desirable environment 
for industrial and commercial enterprises in accord with the advantages 
present in the County. 

The identification of land areas desirable for industrial plant lo- 
cation must be accomplished recognizing the type of industry for which 
advantages either exist or can be developed in the County. Land require- 
ments as well as the associated facilities requirements vary with industry 
categories. 

An analvsis of the advantages of the County should be used to identify 
industry types which might be attracted. Industrial land classification 
Should result from consideration of site requirements for these industry 
types, 

Similar analysis for evaluation of requirements to be met in designated 
commercial land availability must consider the trade area to be served by 
commercial enterprise development. 

As examples of advantages for industrial/commercial development іа 
Vigo County may we consider the following: 

a. The ground water resource is not now fully utilized. Significant 
increase in the use of this resource can occur without risk of 
depletion. 

b. Seventy million people live within the radius of second day truck 
delivery from Vigo County. With major E-W and N-S land transport 


lines intersecting in Vigo County we should review the potential 
for development using this locational advantage. 


Objective III. 


To protect the tax base by encouraging a development pattern which 


enhances property values in adjacent tracts and does not permit development 
which will detract from the value of present development. 

The deterioration of property, the loss of value, and the accompanying 
devaluation of assessment for tax purposes plagues nearly every local govern- 
mental unit in this country. Property deterioration occurs for many dif- 
ferent reasons some directly associated with non-compatible uses of adjacent 
land tracts. 

Suburban residential development may produce conflict between essential 
agricultural activities and desirable environmental qualities for concentration 
of desirable residential units. Feed lots, dairy barns, the use of roads 
to move farm machinery and farm products, all are essential to a viable 
agricultural economy. The expansion of suburban dwelling units into agri- 
cultural areas has, in many areas, caused heavy loss to the agricultural 
economy or has produced suburban slums. The County Plan should guard against 
such conflict and economic loss. 

As this applies to new development in the county, land tracts presenting 
qualities desirable for specific new construction should be designated. 

Where juxtaposition of areas providing potential for viable development of 
activities which present a likelihood for undesirable impact, the creation 
of a buffer zone to protect the interest in each area should be a part of the 
plan. 

In those instances where conflict now exists and where economic de- 
terioration has occurred or is threatened, a program to stabilize this 


change and to initiate development to enhance property values should be in- 


corporated into the County Plan. 
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Objective IV. 

Το provide 8 desirable environment for the construction and maintenance 
of commercial, industrial, and residential areas in the County. 

Site evaluation for construction purposes should not be restricted 
to residential structure locations but should be applied to industrial and 
commercial locations as well. Identification of desirable and undesirable 
factors in physical location is applied more frequently to residential area 
development because individual families usually are financially less able 
to adjust to adverse conditions, have no opportunity to recover costs of 
such adjustment, and, perhaps most importantly, eventually apply pressure 
on local government to finance the cost of rectifying these conditions. 

Vigo County is fortunate in having a Soil Survey Report with which to 
work in identifying suitable soils for varied types of construction. We 
also have many other sources of information available, including maps of 
flood prone areas, ground water availability maps, geologic maps, maps 
showing surface and subsurface resources as well as the reports which ac- 
company these maps. These are only a few of the sources of information 
which must be used to establish a land use plan which protects the people 


and the economy of this area. 


Objective У. 
To provide the bases for development of public capital improvement 
programs which will permit local governments to more efficiently provide 


desired public service. 


Past development of widely scattered urbanized areas have placed 


ç. 


excessive financial burdens on all units of governmeut, county, city and 
towns, to provide essential and desired services to the people of this 
County. 

The problems presented by this scattered development are further 
complicated by the fact that many construction programs have occurred on 
areas physically unsuited to such use. Im many other instances the develop- 
ment procedure has created problems of adverse impact with the physical 
environment. Іп numerous instances demands are being made for correction 
of these conditions. Road re-construction, alleviation of surface pollution, 
establishment of proper drainage, protection from flood damage, among 
others, axe problems which require heavy outlay of tax dollars to correct. 
Planned future development must occur with significant attention to the cost 
of proyiding the services which people need and have a right to expect from 


their governments. 
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LEGAL FOG GROUNDS AIRPORT ZONING 


If the people who live in the 2 mile area around Hulman 
Airport ever get their property zoned, it will have happened 
only after some lawyers have gotten together to sort out the 
legal mess that surrounds the question of who can zone the area. 


The Airport Authority has written a zoning ordinance that 
would affect that 2 mile area. They hope someone will enact 
it. They are very concerned that more people will build houses 
in that 2 mile area, become upset with the noise levels from the 
airport, and then sue to close down operations at the airport. 
The airport officials say this kind of thing has happened at 
airports all around the country. They've been trying to get 
someone to do something about the problem since 1975. 


The question that comes up any time people get to talking 
about this problem is: Can the City of Terre Haute zone that 
2 mile area? Some people say yes because the Indiana Planning 
Law gives cities the power to zone 2 miles from their contiguous 
boundaries. Other people say no because for a city to zone the 
2 miles it has to have a City Plan Commission and Terre Haute 
got rid of its City Plan Commission in 1979. 


What are these people talking about when they say these 
things, you may ask. It sounds confusing. Sorting out this 
legal problem may be the work of lawyers, but you can find 
out how this whole problem came about. It reads like a detective 
story, and like all good detective stories, there are lots of 
twists in the plot. 


THE FATEFUL ORDINANCE 


You can start the trail where its still warm. If you go 
back about 26 months to the Journal of Proceedings of the Terre 
Haute Common Council for January 11, 1979, you'll find that Kenneth 
Thomas, then Councilman, sponsored an ordinance (Spec. Ord. 
No. 67, 1978) that, in effect, eliminated the City Plan Com- 
mission. The ordinance was an amendment to the City's zoning 
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ordinance, апа the amendment had the words "City Plan Commission" 
stricken from all places in the zoning text and replaced by the 
words “Area Plan Commission". 


So what? you ask. 


Well, you're right, it wasn't much of a big deal at the time. 
The newspapers barely made mention of it the next day. The Tennis 
Club's complaints about Rea Park's courts got more space. After 
all, the City Plan Commission wasn't doing much of anything anyway. 
There were complaints that it couldn't get a quorum most meetings. 
That's possibly one of the reasons they got rid of it. The City 
Council passed that ordinance without any fuss. But that's the 
ordinance that prevents the City of Terre Haute from zoning the 
2 mile area around the airport. 


How so? you say. 


Well, to answer that question, we've got to go back in time 
to 1947. 


THE BOYS COME MARCHING HOME 


Put yourself back in that time, if you will. World War II has 
been over for a coup!e of years. The veterans are coming home from 
fighting in Europe and the Pacific and are trying to find jobs, 
get some of that GI Bill money to go to college and get a career. 
They are building homes, starting families, buying cars. Lots of 
homes, lots of families, lots of cars. They are starting a new 
phenomenon in a big way: the suburbs. These people have got 
money and mobility. More money and mobility than their parents, 
who were trapped in the Great Depression. The suburbs are spread- 
ing out across the landscape like General Patton's 3rd Army across 
Germany. New roads, new shopping centers, new subdivisions are 
being built. In Indiana it's the same as the rest of the Country. 


And with any good thing comes problems. The people who hear 
about problems, the lawmakers, started hearing about them.  There'd 
be letters and phone calls about roads collapsing because of poor 
Soil conditions. Complaints about drainage problems in subdivi- 
sions, basements full of water. Complaints about over-crowding in 
schools because of new residents. Complaints about sewer and water 
lines not being provided to new subdivisions. "There ought to be 
a law!" the callers would say. 


So they made one. The Indiana lawmakers called it the Advisory 
Planning Law of 1947. The whole idea was to give cities and 
counties the option to make plans and have zoning ordinances to 
help guide the growth of cities and to deal with some of the 
problems. 


THE 1947 ADVISORY PLANNING LAW 


The way the thing was to work was like this. Each city 
would have the option to have a City Plan Commission so the 
city officials could plan and zone inside the city limits. 
But the lawmakers saw that most of the growth was occurring 
around the fringes of the cities, so they also put in the law 
that the cities could use their planning and zoning power 2 
miles from the contiguous boundaries. 


How did the people who live in that area get representation? 
you ask. 


Good question. The lawmakers thought of that. They said 
in the 1947 Law that the City Plan Commission had to file a 
map with the County Recorder showing what part of the 2 mile 
area was to be planned and zoned. Then the Circuit Court 
Judge would appoint 2 or more members to the City Plan Commission 
and 1 or more members to the City's Board of Zoning Appeals. 
These members would have to live in the part of the 2 mile area 
and would be entitled to vote on any matters before the Board 
or Commission. 


The lawmakers said that the City could only use its planning 
and zoning power if it had a City Plan Commission. Also, the 
lawmakers said that the County could have a Plan Commission so 
the County officials could plan and zone the unincorporated area 
of the County. 


So there were 2 separate kinds of Plan Commissions set up by 
the 1947 Advisory Planning Law? you ask. 


Right. The lawmakers thought this would give the urban 
people and the rural people each flexibility to deal with their 
own problems. 

Okay, you say. What has this have to do with Hulman Airport? 

You can find out that answer by following the trail of the 
Indiana lawmakers. We've got to move ahead ten more years to 
1957 to get the full picture. 


THE 1957 AREA PLANNING LAW 


By the late fifties the post-war prosperity boom was in full 
swing. And the lawmakers were seeing that the problems of the 
cities and counties were related. What the cities did affected 
the unincorporated areas. Also, the cities were planning and 
zoning beyond their boundaries and beginning to overlap at the 
fringes where the cities were close to each other. People in 
these "no-man's lands" became confused. 


"Who's got authority over this area?" they'd ask. "Who do 
I have to go to find out what regulations are in effect?" 


The lawmakers went back to the drawing board to solve these 
problems. What they came up with was the 1957 Area Planning Law. 
The purpose of this law was to create a single, unified Area Plan 
Commission to plan and zone on a county-wide basis. The idea was 
to have coordination between the cities and the unincorporated 
areas. Like the 1947 Law, the 1957 Law was optional, not mandatory. 


"But what about the City and County Plan Commissions created 
under the 1947 Law?" the city and county officials asked. 


The lawmakers solved that one by saying that any plans and 
zoning adopted under the 1947 Law were automatically valid even 
if the counties and cities used the 1957 Law. Also, those plan 
commissions still had power until the Area Plan Commission came 
up with a comprehensive plan and a zoning ordinance that was 
approved by the County Commissioners, Town Boards and City Councils. 


"But then there'll be the possibility of several plan com- 
missions operating in the same county, plus the Area Plan Com- 
mission," the city and county officials said. "The Area Plan 
Commission ought to come up with a comprehensive plan and then 
a zoning ordinance as soon as possible to take over all those 
1947 plan commissions." 


"Okay," the lawmakers said. "We'll put in the law that the 
Area Plan Commission should as expeditiously as possible come up 
with a comprehensive plan and then a zoning ordinance. That 
should deal with that problem." 


So how did this all affect Terre Haute? you ask. 


Well, now that we've uncovered the background we can unravel 
the basic thread of the controversy. 


THE TERRE HAUTE COMPREHENSIVE PLAN OF 1967 


The City of Terre Haute adopted a comprehensive plan and 
zoning ordinance (Gen. Ord. No. 5, 1966 and Gen. Ord. No. 1, 1967) 
in the spring and summer of 1967. And the City adopted the plan 
under the 1947 Law. 


So that means the City had the power to plan and zone 2 miles 
from its contiguous boundaries? you ask. 


Right. The City realized it had this power under the 1947 
Law because when the plan was first prepared by City Planning 
Associates of Mishawaka, Indiana, the maps indicated how the 2 
mile area should be zoned. 


So what happened to it? 


Well, when the Terre Haute Comprehensive Plan came before 
the City Council, the 2 mile area was dropped from the plan. 
The Terre Haute Tribune reported on page 36 of its May 18, 1967 
edition: 


"General Ordinance No. 5, recommending adoption of a com- 
prehensive development plan, was adopted after amendments to the 
bill knocked out a proposed 2 mile area bordering city limits and 
made some changes in the wording of the plan. Out-of-city resi- 
dents voiced their disapproval of the City attempting to plan 
within the 2 mile border without giving residents their repre- 
sentation." 


Didn't the City officials realize that the County Circuit 
Judge was supposed to appoint members from that 2 mile area to 
serve on the City Plan Commission? you ask. 


Probably not. But anyway that part of the plan was dropped 
and when the zoning ordinance was passed 2 months later, the City 
did not zone outside its boundaries. Besides, that plan wouldn't 
have done Hulman Airport much good. That plan said that most of 
the 2 mile area around the airport was prime buildable land and 
would have recommended the area be zoned residential. 


So, the City had the planning and zoning power for that 2 
mile area, but just didn't use it? you say. 


That's right. As a city with a plan commission using the 1947 
Law, it had that power. 


So where does the Area Plan Commission fit in to all this? 
you're probably wondering. To find this out, we've got to dig 
into the ruins of a great struggle. 


THE BATTLE OF AREA PLANNING 


Next to fluoridation of the water supply, the Area Plan Com- 
mission was probably the most controversial issue in Vigo County 
during the late 1950s and early 1960s. Tampering with the water 
and the land are issues that get to most people where they live. 


Some people in Vigo County had tried to get the 1957 Law en- 
acted within months of its passage. They believed it was a good 
idea and could help solve some problems that were affecting Terre 
Haute and Vigo County. These people, mostly members of civic 
groups and the Chamber of Commerce tried to explain the advantages 
of the law in numerous newspaper articles. In 1958 the Terre 
Haute City Council passed an ordinance to participate in an Area 


Plan Commissicn. Mayor Ralph Tucker vetoed the measure. A 
year later the Mayor let a similar ordinance pass without his 
Signature. The County Commissioners passed a similar ordinance 
and the Area Plan Commission was formed. 


But the Commission never got off the mat. The County Council 
refused to fund the Commission. The Commission sued the Council. 
The County Court Judge ordered the Council to fund the Commission. 
In 1963 the Indiana Supreme Court reversed the Vigo County Judge's 
order. And that's where the matter laid for 3 years. What hap- 
pened next was the result of a sewer line which was to have im- 
portant consequences for Hulman Airport. 


SON OF COMMITTEE FOR AREA PROGRESS 


In 1966, $400,000 was required to extend a sewer line to 
Seelyville. Only problem was the Department of Housing and Urban 
Development wouldn't fund the project unless the County had an 
Area Plan Commission. So the Committee for Area Progress, a 
civic group, worked to get an Area Plan Commission.established 
in Vigo County. There was another bitter struggle, but this time 
the supporters of Area Planning helped make amendments to the 1957 
Law that were the opponents' price for permitting the Commission to 
function. The amendments permitted referendums in each township 
on any zoning to affect the township, and allowed better repre- 
sentation by the rural people on the Area Plan Commission. With 
these hurdles passed, the Area Planning Department was started 
on January 30, 1967, and the Area Plan Commission was in business. 
The sewer extension to Seelyville was approved. 


Soon after the Area Plan Commission was established, the 
question came up about whether the City Plan Commission should 
go out of business. This controversy wove its way in and out 
the Area Plan Commission minutes for a couple of years. Finally 
the issue disappeared. Both plan commissions were in effect until 
January ll, 19795 


СНЕСКМАТЕ 


This brings us back to that ordinance of January 11, 1979 that 
got rid of the City Plan Commission. By making the Area Plan Com- 
mission take over the duties of the City Plan Commission, the City 
lost its power to zone tne 2 mile area around the airport. 


Now, wait a minute, you say. How could the City lose that 
power? Isn't the Area Plan Commission able to act as the City's 
plan commission to zone that 2 mile area? 


Now it canit. 


Why not? 


Well, because the purpose of an Area Plan Commission is to 


propose planning and zoning on a county-wide basis. It can't 
single out one area of the county and zone it without a compre- 
hensive plan and comprehensive zoning ordinance for the entire 
county. The lawmakers in 1957 made this kind of plan commission 
for the purpose of avoiding this piecemeal type of approach. 


The City Plan Commission until January 1979 still had the 
power all along to plan and zone that 2 mile area since the Area 
Plan Commission hadn't come up with a comprehensive plan and 
zoning ordinance for the whole county that was approved by the 
County Commissioners, the Town Boards and the City council. 


You mean it's a question of different powers? you ask. 


Yes. That's it. It's sort of like the pawn and the queen 
in the game of chess. In chess, the pawn has the power on its 
first move to go 2 squares forward and take an opposing piece 
on the diagonal. If a pawn gets to the opposite end of the 
board, it can be turned into a queen. Now, the queen is the 
most powerful piece on the board. But even the queen does not 
have that power that is unique to the pawn. 


So a City Plan Commission using the 1947 Law is like a pawn? 


Exactly. The City Plan Commission's power to zone 2 miles 
from the City's boundaries is a power unique to City Plan Com- 
missions under the 1947 Law. The Area Plan Commission has dif- 
ferent powers, because it was meant to plan and zone for the 
entire county. Like the queen in chess, it controls the entire 
board. But as a queen can't move 2 squares and taken an opponent 
on the diagonal, an Area Plan Commission can't single out a 2 
mile area to zone without a comprehensive plan and a comprehensive 
Zoning ordinance. 


So when the City Council passed that ordinance in January 1979, 
they let the Area Plan Commission take control over the whole 
board? 


Right. 

Since the Area Plan Commission hasn't come up with a compre- 
hensive plan and a zoning ordinance for the entire County, does 
that mean the City Plan Commission can be reactivated, and perhaps 
plan and zone that 2 mile area? 


Well, that's another one for the lawyers to figure out. 


Why all this talk about the City doing it anyway? You've 
probably been thinking. 


To answer that, we've got to take some lessons from а card 
game called euchre. 


THE TRUMP CARD THAT DEFEATS AIRPORT ZONING 


The airport officials would like the City of Terre Haute to 
zone the 2 mile area around the airport (provided the City can 
reactivate its City Plan Commission) because the action could 
probably be taken a lot sooner than a comprehensive plan and 
a comprehensive zoning ordinance could be approved for the entire 
county. The airport officials have to weigh the possibility that 
a zoning ordinance for the entire county may never be passed due 
to the opposition. Besides, the present process in operation to 
prepare the comprehensive plan for the county probably could not 
be completed until mid-1982. And the contract with Stanley Con- 
sultants does not even include the preparation of a zoning ordinance. 


So, the airport officials are looking at an uncertain future 
regarding county zoning? you ask. 


Yes. And even if the Area Plan Commission was able to pre- 
sent a zoning ordinance to the elected officials that could get 
passed, the residents in that 2 mile area could always play their 
trump card. 


What would that be? 


Well, in the card game of euchre, the jack of the suit that is 
trump can take even the ace of the suit that's led. And the 1957 
Area planning Law provides each township with the opportunity for 
a referendum on any zoning that would affect the township. If 
25$ of the registered voters file a petition for referendum on 
zoning, and the majority of registered voters disapprove of zoning 
for the township, then the zoning ordinance has no effect for that 
township. So the Area Plan Commission could possibly have the 
elected officials approve a zoning ordinance that zones the 2 mile 
area around the airport to protect it, only to have the residents 
in Lost Creek and Riley townships play their jack against the air- 
port's zoning ace. 


What if the City zoned the area? Do the residents have that 
option under the 1947 Law? 


No. But once the Area Plan Commission did come up with a 
comprehensive plan and zoning ordinance for the entire county, 
a zoning ordinance approved by the elected officials, the City 
Plan Commission would lose all its powers and the Area Plan Com- 
mission would take over. Then the residents would have the option 
to have a referendum on zoning, since they would now be under the 
1957 Law. 


Апа then the residents could play their trump card and 
remove any zoning around the airport? 


Yes. So you can see that the Airport Authority stands a 
better chance of getting zoning for that 2 mile area if the 
City can do it. That's why there's all these questions and 
discussions about whether the City can zone that area. 


So send in the lawyers.

PRESERVATION OF PRIME FARMLAND τίς 


Concern for the loss of prime farmland due to urbanization, highway construc- 
tion, and mining has been expressed throughout this planning program. However, 
urbanization in Vigo County is slowing down. It appears that farmland losses 
have diminished between 1970 and the present due to a reduction in residential 
subdivision activity and fewer road projects. 


Two opposite opinions have emerged from discussions we have had so far. 
They are as follows: 


1. Strong regulations should be adopted to prohibit conversion of 
prime cropland to other uses. 


27 Farmers should be allowed to make their own decisions (based on 
economics and other personal factors) whether to sell their 
land to a developer. 


Like all issues discussed so far, much "middle ground" exists. There are 
always some side issues which muddy the waters. For instance: 


Δ. Very little economic or population growth is expected to take 
place in most rural areas of Vigo County. 


Dis When farmland is converted, the new uses can conflict with 
neighboring farmers. What kinds of nonagricultural uses affect 
nearby farms? 


(Се When an isolated rural subdivision is established, the new 
residents usually expect a higher level of services including more 
frequent sheriff's patrols, immediate snow removal, and better 
road maintenance. Can the county afford to provide these 
inefficient services without more tax increases? 


D. The price of farmland is predicted to continue rising, perhaps 
at a faster rate than in the past. Will developers be able 
to afford to purchase farms in the future? 


E. If the loss of prime farmland is a problem (or will become a 
problem) in Vigo County, which townships are most affected? 
If remedies are needed, are the same remedies needed everywhere? 


Β, Is the "remedy" (land use applications) worse than the "disease" 
itself? 
G. If land use regulations to preserve prime farmland are established 


in. some (but not all) townships, what will happen in those 
townships without restrictions? Will developers "swarm" into 
unregulated areas, or will the area remain unaffected?

UTILITY SYSTEMS 


Water and sanitary sewer systems were at first built to serve the needs 

of Terre Haute. Between 1960 and 1975, when suburban development was 

rapid, these systems expanded outside the Terre Haute city limits to 

serve subdivisions as they began to have water supply or sewage disposal 
problems. The systems were extended outward in response to problems 

in scattered areas. Thus, little continuity exists today. Some areas 

have water only, other areas have sewer only. Many areas in need have neither, 
and development is often not dense enough to justify the high costs of 
extension. 


Three opinions have been expressed about sewer and water services: 


ДП Areas presently experiencing well and septic tank problems 
shouldn t have been allowei t be developed in the first place. 
That is unfortunate for the people who i e the because they will 
have to solve their own problems (with their own money). 


D The sanitary district and water company, with cooperation from 
the county, should strongly endeavor to extend utility services to 
all areas in need, spreading the construction costs among all current 
and potential users of the systems. 


ο Residential subdivisions and pockets of development are so scattered 
that it is unrealistic to extend utilities to all unserved areas. 
The best that we can do is to encourage the "more desirable" areas 
to grow some more - so that the extension of utility services will 
eventually become feasible. Also, new unserved subdivisions 
should be prohibited in areas which are unsuitable for wells and 
septic tanks. 


These alternative policies, as usual, raise additional questions which should 
be considered. 


A. Can well and septic tank problems be corrected without extending 
the city utility systems? 


B. Are well and septic tank malfunctions a private individual's 
personal problem, or do these conditions constitute a public nuisance? 


C. To what extent does the existing availability of sewer and water 
service in an undeveloped area attract new subdivisions, apartments, 
or commercial development? 


D. Who is responsible for coordinating sewer and water system extension 
policies with other public facilities such as schools, parks, and 
roads?

STREETS AND ROADS 


Over the years, the county commissioners have provided hard surface pavement 
(concrete or bituminous) to a large share of the roads in Vigo County. Now, 


with major increases in maintenance costs and a limited tax base, it is becoming 
harder for the county to provide the level of street and road service to which 
citizens have become accustomed. 


Unless the state provides funding assistance, several needed improvement 
projects will remain unbuilt. 


The major problem with county and community transportation facilities is the 
lack of adequate finances to build and maintain streets the way citizens would 
like them to be. In these days of public finance "rationing," your elected 
officials must establish priorities on the basis of need - both current and 
future. 


Taree policy alternatives are indicated below: 


ite No new county roads or street improvement projects should be 
initiated. Money should be spent only on maintaining the existing 
county road system, keeping as many miles of road hard surfaced 
as possible. 


he Concentrate on eliminating major bottlenecks in congested areas. 
Widen county roads, where needed, particularly in developing 
suburban areas. These projects must be undertaken, even if it 
means raising taxes. 


Sie Vacate unneeded county roads, selling off the land to adjacent 
farmers. Remove broken-up asphalt pavement on lightly used 
roads and replace the surfaces with gravel. Use the funds gained 
by these actions to improve those highly traveled county roads 
and bridges which are considered hazardous. 


These three viewpoints represent a wide range of values and perspectives. А 
city or suburban resident would probably favor strategies #2 or #3, while 
rural subdivision resident or farmer would favor #1. But these policies 

are not as clear cut as they seem. Consider the following points: 


А. Given the minimal growth that has taken place in Vigo County in 
recent years, traffic volumes are not rising to the levels which 
were once expected. Are the traffic and congestion problems as 
bad as we were once told they would be? 


B. Paved roads are probably the strongest factor affecting the 
location of residential subdivisions. A rural subdivision which 
has access to the city by way »f a hard surfaced county road or 
state highway is far more attractive in the marketplace than 
an identical subdivision having a gravel surface. A policy of 
refusing to pave county roads to new subdivisions may be more 
effective than land use controls in guiding suburban development. 
But this kind of policy places the county commissioners under a 
great deal of political pressure. 


= G. Farmers need county roads for access to their fields, particularly 
when operations are scattered. Access is especially needed in 
spring for field preparation and planting - a time when road 
maintenance is most difficult. 


D. School busses use county roads year-round (contributing to wear 
and tear on gravel and bituminous roads during the spring breakup 
period). Any program to vacate or downgrade maintenance on county 
roads must take school bus toutes into consideration. 


Е, The county road system was conceived during the horse and buggy 
days, when farms were considerably smaller and more people lived 
in the rural townships. 15 maintenance of a public road on nearly 


every section line in Vigo County still the best way of serving 
the public?

SCHOOLS 


A general consensus of plan program participants thus far indicates 
considerable pride in the public school system of Vigo County. The schools 
currently serve an enrollment of approximately 18,500 students, a figure 
which will continue to decline for at least the next five years. The school 
corporation is confronted with several problems which will affect future 
school locations, handling of enrollments, and transportation, including 

the following: 


1. Declining enrollments. 
25 Stabilized local tax base and state assistance. 


J. The desire to provide a uniform quality of education throughout 
the county. 


4. Rising energy costs for space heating and transportation, 


Be The need to replace or upgrade schools which are deteriorated or 
less energy efficient. 


In response to the considerations listed above, the Vigo County School 
Facilities Advisory Committee conducted a study of existing facilities and 
educational needs. This study, completed last April, was presented to the 
Vigo County School Corporation Board of School Trustees for further considera- 
tion and possible implementation. 


Recommendations included in the advisory committee's study included continua- 
tion of shiting toward a K-5, 6-8, 9-12 grade organization. Аз far as 
specific facilities in the county (excluding the city of Terre Haute) are 
concerned, the following recommendations were made by the committee: 


e Retire all temporary classroom structures from service as soon 
as possible. 


e Replace Consolidated and Fayette elementary schools with one 
facility - either a new building or conversion of existing facili- 
ties at West Vigo middle and senior high school. 


e Either replace or expand and remodel West Vigo High School to 
accommodate 1,000 students. 


e Provide substantial repairs to or replacement of Honey Creek Middle 
School. 


e Provide minor site and building improvements to most other schools 
in the county.

Α. How should school locations (especially elementary schools) relate 
to locations of new subdivisions?
